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“After all is said it appears to me that marksmanship 
and confidence in your gun is the foundation of military 
efficiency,” said Major Gen. Arthur Murray, U.S.A., in 
discussing a number of subjects under consideration at 
the War Department the other day. “I do not say this 
with a view to detracting from the importance of the 
other features of a soldier’s training, still I doubt if 
troops can be kept on the rifle range too much or give 
too much attention to marksmanship. I know that the 
eminent authorities hold that in actual battle the soldier 
sees very little of the enemy and his marksmanship is 
of little avail outside of the skirmish. But there is one 
feature of the ability to shoot that is not taken into con- 
sideration by those who do not appreciate the importance 
of work on the rifle range. I cannot explain this better 
than to relate my experience with the 43d Volunteer 
Infantry in the Philippines. For six weeks before the 
43d sailed for the Philippines we kept them on a rifle 
range from dawn to sundown. It was simply amazing to 
see how this regiment, a good share of them never having 
had a gun in their hands, developed into good shots. 
When we landed on the island there was not a poor shot 
in the regiment. Every enlisted man in the regiment 
had become acquainted with his rifle and felt that when 
he went into an engagement he could make it hot 
for the enemy. I remember distinctly in our first en- 
gagement a Filipino was hanging up on the side of a 
cocoanut tree pecking away at our line. I called one of 
the best shots of the regiment and instructed him not to 
shoot at the Filipino when he poked his head around the 
tree, but to aim at the tree where the man was hanging. 
At the first shot the Filipino dropped his gun and at the 
second shot he fell to the ground. Later when we took 
the position from which the Filipino was firing we found 
two bullet holes through his chest. You cannot imagine 
what an effect it had upon our regiment when the word 
was passed through it that one of the boys had shot 
through a cocoanut tree and killed a Filipino. They 
then realized that it did not do the Filipino any good to 
hide behind the trees and the stumps, for they had in 
their hand a gun that could get them wherever they hid. 
I do not believe that there ever was a better regiment 
than the 48d. It passed through 431 engagements with- 
out turning its back on the enemy. ‘Time after time 
small detachments of non-commissioned officers and en- 
listed men were trapped by the Filipinos, but they al- 
ways picked up the trap and walked off with it. I saw 
two enlisted men standing back to back keep off 300 or 
400 bolomen and fight their way into camp. They seemed 
to be able to roll the Filipinos over in the dust as fast 
as they could approach them. This was a sample of the 
work done by the regiment and it was all because every 
mother’s son of them was a good marksman.” 





A correspondent objects to our giving so much atten- 
tion to “the Storeys, the Meads and others of the Bos- 
ton school of cranks of whatever stripe, politics or de- 
nomination.” We sympathize with our correspondent 
when he asserts that it is a waste of effort to attempt 
the conversion of a crank to a normal way of thinking, 
and he is quite right in saying that the best way of en- 
couraging a crank in his crankiness is to notice his 
ravings and to convince him of his importance by an- 
swering his letters and speeches. This is all true, but 
our correspondent underestimates the influence of these 
perverse reasoners when he describes their utterances as 
“harmless” and says: ‘Not one man in a million in our 
land ever heard of them, ever reads their speeches or 
writings or takes anything they say seriously.” What 


they say is taken seriously by a large class of readers 
and it is very much in evidence in the daily papers. 
Having abundance of money they have organized a regu- 


lar propaganda against the Services and against every- 
thing this paper stands for. They affect the action of 
Congress and have a most pernicious influence in shaping 
the thinking of a large and, as we fear, a growing class of 
men who are either hostile to or indifferent to military 
men and military measures. Our correspondent is quite 
right in thinking that our readers as a class require no 
argument to convince them of the folly of the cranks he 
refers to. He forgets that what we say not only furnishes 
the friends of the Services with argument in their de- 
fense, but as our articles are copied into other papers 
they serve to correct the false impressions which the 
propagandists of Service hatred and distrust are dili- 
gently seeking to convey through widely read periodicals 
and by means of leaflets they are scattering broadcast. 
It is a very serious mistake to assume that what seems 
foolish to the well instructed is without influence, Ig- 
norance, prejudice, misconception and falsehood are to 
far too large an extent the controlling influences in this 
world and it is not safe to ignore them. Much we have 
written has been in response to requ@sts from corre- 
spondents such as that which comes this week from a 
distinguished officer who encloses a copy of a newspaper 
report of some recent utterances and says: “This is the 
sort of man that creates war. I hope that you will score 
him as he deserves.” 
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The Aero Club of France, in its annual report just 
made public, says that in 1910 there were 497 balloon 
ascensions in France and that 1,200 passengers were 
carried. Licenses for pilots of spherical balloons were 
issued to the number of 174, while 336 were issued to 
aviators for heavier-than-air machines. During the year 
twenty-five dirigibles were constructed in France and 
1,200 aeroplanes. In a statement in the House of Com- 
mons Mr. Haldane, Secretary for War, said Germany 
had nine dirigibles, complete. France had four com- 
pleted and eight in various stages of construction. 
Russia had nine completed, one building and four on 
order. No definite information was available with re- 
spect to the number of aeroplanes built, purchased or 
on order for Germany, as that government has adopted 
the policy of subsidies. France had seventy aeroplanes, 
while Russia had ten machines and twentv on order. 
The amount of financial provision made in these three 
countries for aeronautical work was as follows: Ger- 
many, 1909, expenditure, $271,155; 1910, $2,000,000, 
including a subscription of $1,525,000. France, 1909, 
expenditure, $540,000; 1910, $680,000. Russia, 1909, 
estimated expenditure, $515,000; 1910, $919,100. Eng- 
land, 1911-12, $565,000. Nine officers and 108 non- 
commissioned officers and men are being trained for 
aeronautical work in the British army. In a memoran- 
dum issued recently Mr. Haldane said that there were 
five aeroplanes now available for work with the British 
army. They had three airships and hoped to have two 
more completed during the coming summer.

Tiscussing the new British navy estimates in the 
Fortnightly Review for February, Mr. Archibald Hurd 
tells us that, including $150,000,000 spent by India and 
the oversea dominions, the grand total for the British 
Empire will be $535,000,000. Mr. Hurd finds comfort 
in the fact that, as an insurance upon the mercantile 
marine, the naval expenditure of Britain is at the rate 
of two per cent., while in the United States it is twenty- 
five per cent., in Germany 11.5 per cent., Russia twelve per 
cent., France 12.8 per cent. and Japan five per cent. The 
higher standard of expenditure upon navies and armies 
by the democratic communities is, he tells us, “not a 
presage of war, but a guarantee of peace. Though the 
night owls still scream that Armageddon cannot be far 
off, yet to the observer of international events who looks 
behind these vast armaments it is apparent that the 
statesmen of the great democracies were never more de- 
termined to avoid the horrors of war. This is the true 
explanation of the vast and increased outlay upon navies 
and armies in Britain, in America and in France, and it 
compels the thought that the world movement toward 
mutnal arrangements between nation and nation is 
hardly likely to cease now that such a large measure of 
success has been achieved. The terror of war, acting 
on democracies largely unwarlike, must force the states- 
men of the world to further efforts toward consolidation 
of national interests.” 
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“It will not prove an easy matter,” continues Mr. 
Hurd, “to reeoncile a new Anglo-Japanese treaty with 
the growing movement toward a consolidation of the 
English-speaking races in defense of the world’s peace. 
But an age which has produced a Dominion of Canada, 
with its antipathetic French and British peoples, and 
has welded into one state English and Dutch in South 
Africa, may yet compose the irritation of the ‘white’ 
against ‘yellow’ peoples by arranging a concordat on the 
immigration question between the Japanese on the one 
hand, and, on the other, the Australians and the Ameri- 
can and Canadian residents on the Pacific slopes of the 
American continent. A concordat must be reached or 
war—sooner or later—is inevitable, and it may be that 
the next contribution by British statesmen to the cause 
of peace will be to act the part of peacemakers, and thus 
pave the way to an entente between Japan and Amer- 
ica which will allay nervousness and irritability in Aus- 
tralia and Canada. The millennium has not come; it 
has not dawned. But by alliances, ententes, understand- 
ings ard arbitration agreements the area of possible war 
is being circumscribed on the only possible basis at pres- 





ent feasible—the maintenance by the several democratic 
powers of armaments adequate to defend the peace. The 
movement is gathering speed.” 


A comparison of the Army Register of 1910 with that 
of 1911, just received, indicates the changes that oc- 
curred during the year 1910, all of which were recorded 
in the ARMY AND Navy JourNaL. The list of major 
generals did not change during the year. ‘There were 
four colonels appointed brigadier generals, Howe, Ward, 
Hoyt and Macomb. William H. Bixby succeeded W. M. 
Marshall as Chief of Engineers, otherwise there were no 
changes in the heads of the staff corps. The senior lieu- 
tenant colonel of Cavalry in 1911 gained one file, major 
two, captain four, first lieutenant eight and second lieu- 
tenant ten, The senior lieutenant colonel of Field Artil- 
lery gained one file, major two, captain two, first lieu- 
tenant three and the second lieutenant only one, there 
being two more first lieutenants in January, 1911, than 
there were in January, 1910. The senior lieutenant 
colonel of Coast Artillery gained three files, major four, 
captain seven, first lieutenant five, there being two more 
captains than in 1910; second lieutenant gained eighteen. 
The sevior lieutenant colonel of Infantry gained five files, 
major eight, captain twelve, first lieutenant eighteen and 
the second lieutenant thirty-nine, a very substantial gain 
for the gentleman last referred to, 2d Lieut. Charles H. 
Rich, 26th Inf. Owing to the legislation of the last Con- 
gress the next Army Register, that for 1912, should show 
a much greater gain in files. 
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In a published interview Count Ernest von Revent- 
low, the German strategist, is quoted as follows: “I re- 
call a remark made by Admiral Dewey just after the 
peace negotiations had begun at Portsmouth, to the 
effect that America ought to have attacked Japan at an 
earlier date, because she was becoming more powerful 
than was compatible with the interest of the United 
States.’ Admiral Dewey says he never made such a 
statement, and adds: “Furthermore, my views are and 
always have been just the opposite. It has been my 
aim ever since I assumed command of our Asiatic Fleet 
in 1898 to cultivate a friendly feeling between this coun- 
try and Japan.” Speaking March 17 before the budget 
committee of the Austrian Reichsrath in defense of his 
estimates, M. Schoenaich, Minister of War, said that 
history showed that universal peace was unattainable. 
Alluding to the suggestion for an Anglo-American arbi- 
tration treaty, the Minister pointed to Great Britain's 
colossal shipbuilding program and her efforts to modern- 
ize her army in order, as he expressed it, to be on equal- 
ity with the continental army. He then reminded his 
hearers of Colonel Theodore Roosevelt’s speech at Ber- 
lin University in May, 1910, and of the present “vigor- 
ous mobilization of America’s fighting forces.” 
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Speaking of Sir Mdward Grey’s approval of President 
Taft's proposition for unrestricted arbitration between 
Great Britain and the United States, a London despatch 
to the Evening Post says: “The most remarkable en- 
thusiasm here is that of the Imperialist papers. All the 
churches are united behind Sir Edward Grey. Japan 
alone is dissatisfied, for this means an end of the Jap- 
anese alliance in 1915. The Liberals are averse to 
Japan owning Korea, and all Englishmen are nervous 
about a treaty which possibly might drag England into 
a war with America.” The French press unanimously 
approve the arbitration scheme, but German opinion con- 
demns it as impracticable. The Teutonic view is that 
it js the business of armies and navies and not gowned 
arbitrators sitting in some foreign court to settle the 
serious disputes of nation&® 
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We would respectfully call the attention of Rev. 
Charles E. Jefferson, of New York, to the fact that, in 
addition to the enormous misery and loss of life occa- 
sioned by the famine and disease now devastating some of 
the most populous districts of China, the deaths from 
plague in India during the month of February reached 
the enormous total of 88,498. Learning that he is so 
greatly mistaken in supposing that the progress of Chris- 
tianity has put an end to disease and famine this in- 
genuous clergyman may possibly be led to suspect that 
he is equally mistaken in believing that pulpit oratory 
is a sufficient defense against the dangers which assail 
every nation and necessitate military preparation accord- 
ing to all experience thus far. We have made this sug- 
gestion before, but we fear it has not been heeded. 
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The Committee on Traffic for the proposed intercoastal 
canal between New York and Delaware bays, in its re- 
port, states that on a conservative estimate at least 
5,200,000 tons of traffic would be shipped through the 
proposed canal during the early years of its operation. 
The report advocates a sea level canal, with dimensions 
as great or larger than those of the Erie and Cham- 
plain canals. The Army engineers estimate that the 
cost of a sea level canal between New York and Phila- 
delphia, with a bottom width of 125 feet and a depth of 
18 feet, will be $35,250,000. This is less than the value 
of the property lost along the Atlantic seaboard by 
shipwrecks during the last ten years, which is stated 
to have been about $38,000,000. 





Circular 4, Division of Militia Affairs, publishes prices 
of Army field ranges and equipments. 
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Battleship fort defenses for the approaches of the 
Panama Canal are suggested by the Scientific American, 
following the idea of Commo. W. H. Beehler, U.S.N., 
for utilizing obsolete battleships and monitors, which 
was explained in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL on 
March 26, 1910, page 868. This scheme provides for 
placing battleships on shoals and earthing them up till 
they virtually are changed into turret forts, These bat- 
tleships and monitors are mentioned as available for this 
fort duty:  Battleships—Alabama, LIllinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kearsarge, Kentucky, Massachusetts, Oregon, Wis- 
consin. Monitors—Ozark, Tonopah, Tallahassee, Chey- 
enne and Puritan. Four of these battleships, it is stated, 
could be used to defend the approaches to the Panama 
Canal, the shallowness of the Pacific entrance approach 
lending itself especially well to ship fortifications. Such 
battleship forts could be installed at the approaches 
to our harbors in less than 100 working days, our 
contemporary holds. A series of pictures shows how 
such forts could be made out of antiquated battleships. 
The deterioration of such ships is largely in speed, the 
armor remaining good for all time. The hull, if properly 
protected against corrosion, should be available for a 
long period. The old U.S.S. Iowa is used as the subject 
of the illustrations. Piling could be driven in to support 
the ship along her central and docking keels. After the 
mud and sand of the shoal had been dredged out the ship 
would be floated inside and allowed to settle on the 
piling. The dam would then be closed and sand and 
other material would be filled in arcund the ship to a 
point well above the protective deck. The cofferdam and 
filling would be extended on one side to enclose a rec- 
tangular basin as a form of harbor of refuge for a fleet 
of destroyers and submarines. The whole exterior of 
the grounded battleship would be protected by grouting 
it up with cement as is done with subaqueous tunnels. 
On the channel side of the ship tubes for the launching 
of torpedoes could be built through the embankment to 
the water. The earthwork surrounding the ship would 
make it secure from torpedo attack. Many other ad- 
vantages which this turret fort would have are enumer- 
ated and the conclusion is drawn that “the battleship 
fort is the most formidable type of coast defense fortifi- 
cations.” This method of defense for the broad channel 
of Chesapeake Bay was suggested to us some years ago 
by Rear Admiral William C. Wise, U.S.N.

In an editorial on Major Gen. William H. Carter, 
U.S.A., the New York Sun says: “There is no more 
accomplished and trustworthy officer in the Army. He 
is both a theoretical and practical soldier and a man of 
daring in the presence of danger, as his winning of the 
medal of honor in the Apache campaign of 1881 in Ari- 
zona proves. The country has never realized the value 
of Colonel Carter’s work during the war with Spain. 
As Adjutant General Corbin’s chief assistant in the 
War Department building, the Cavalry officer who had 
distinguished himself in Indian campaigns labored at 
his desk, ‘regardless of hours,’ as General Corbin said, 
that the country might have the benefit of his great 
abilities as an organizer. In Cuba and the Philippines 
men below him in rank won promotion and_ glory: 
Carter’s reward was his superior’s acknowledgment ‘of 
devotion and faithful and intelligent performance of 
duty under trying conditions.’ It was not until 1904 
that he returned to the line to take command of the 
Department of the Visayas in the Philippines, where it 
fell to him to deal with the Pulajan insurrection in 
Samar. He displayed the energy, good judgment, firm- 
ness and moderation which all who know the man ex- 
pect of him in the performance of difficult duties. There 
is no officer of higher professional attainment in the 
Army, and no one who knows the rank and file better 
and what officers below him in grade are capable of. 
He is master of an excellent literary style, and has 
written two valuable books upon the Cavalry branch of 
the Army. In view of all his accomplishments Major 
General Carter deserves the command to which he has 
been assigned, and whether he has to manage a camp, 
direct maneuvers, prepare reports, conduct delicate 
negotiations, or act in an emergency, the presumption is 
that he will acquit himself handsomely.”

Capt. George T. Bowman’s talk with non-commissioned 
officers occupies a prominent place in the pamphlet just 
issued by the 1st Corps Cadets, Massachusetts Volunteer 
Militia, to set forth the history and work of this body 
of citizen soldiery. This talk was given by Captain 
Bowman when he was a first lieutenant in the 15th U.S. 
Cavalry. The pamphlet contains also short articles on 
the advantages of and reasons for joining the Militia, 
the need of a reliable Militia, information for prospective 
eandidates and extracts from the standing orders of the 
corps. The origin of this body dates back to 1741. It 
enjoys certain special privileges, but conforms to the 
Militia laws of the state. It is composed of young 
business men and professional men, college men and 
graduates. The first enlistment is for three years, suc- 
ceeding ones for one or more years. Each man is ex- 
pected to attend drills at the armory at least twice a 
month each year, and to be present at the annual eighi 
days’ tour of camp duty. The corps was at Pine Camp 
in 1908 in connection with the joint maneuvers, and of 
their service Col. J. L. Chamberlain, U.S.A., 1.G., re- 
ported that “in camp, bivouae and on the drill ground 
it acquitted itself with credit. Discipline was good, and 
military courtesy and soldierly bearing were conspicuous.” 
The idea of this little pamphlet could well be copied by 
other organizations, and would be useful for a campaign 
of education for the general public.

H. A. Buck, secretary of the United Hunts Racing 
Association, who is actively interested in cementing the 
cordial relations between Army officers and the turf ele- 
ment, sends a communication to the New York Sun, in 
which he says: “More than 6,000 cavalry horses will 
be used in the mobilization of troops on the Mexican 
border, and this number represents more than a third 
of the total number of horses now available for cavalry 
purposes. Army officers assert that, when the troops re- 
turn to their posts, there will be thousands of horses 
that will never again be serviceable for Army purposes. 
This will, of course, mean the depletion of the supply 
on hand and emphasizes the importance of the efforts of 
August Belmont and others to improve the type of the 
Army remount and create a larger interest among horse 
breeders of the United States that ultimately will pro- 
vide a supply from which the Army can draw without 





limit. The present emergency has directed attention 
to the importance of this movement, and it is admitted 
in Army circles that those who started the movement 
were more far-seeing than even those directing the de- 
fenses of the nation. Many officers believe that the 
mobilization of the troops on the Mexican border will 
give an impetus to the proposition to organize a govern- 
ment breeding bureau and that the next Congress will 
make an appropriation for this purpose.”

Onc? more the apocryphal story that Gen. W. T. 
Sherman said. that “war is hell,” comes to us, this time 
a statement made by Judge Calhoun in a conversation 
with Col. Millard F. Waltz, 27th Inf. Judge Calhoun 
was present when the committee of citizens of Atlanta 
called on General Sherman and asked him to protect 
the people of the city against any depredations on the 
part of the Union Army, which was then occupying At- 
lanta. “As Judge Calhoun related it to me,” said Colo- 
nel Waltz, “General Sherman received the citizens of 
Atlanta in the most courteous manner. After listening, 
to the petition of the committee he said: ‘We did not 
come here to fight non-combatants. ‘We do not wish to 
do any more harm to the city and country than is abso- 
Intely necessary, but you must remember that “war is 
hell” and cannot be refined.’” Sherman never said 
“war is hell” in any form. What he did say was, 
“War is cruelty, and you cannot refine it.” This was 
said in a letter addessed to the Mayor of Atlanta, Ga., 
Sept. 12, 1864. The correct statement of what General 
Sherman did say was published in the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of May 16, 1908, page 995, on the authority of 
his son, P. Tecumseh. See also Sherman’s Memoirs, Vol. 
II., page 126.

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It has been decided to detail Major George H. R. 
Gosman, Med Corps, 1st Lieut. Orlando C. Troxel, 
10th Cav., and 1st Lieut. Charles Burnett, 4th Cav., 
to duty at the United States Embassy at Tokio to study 
the Japanese language. They will report at Tokio about 
May 15 to relieve Capt. Harry H. Pattison, 3d Cay., 
1st Lieut. Nicholas W. Campanole, 11th Inf., 2d Lieut. 
James G. McIlroy, 9th Inf., and 2d Lieut. George V. 
Strong, 6th Cav. It has not yet been decided by the 
War Department where the officers relieved will be sta- 
tioned. In all probability those who belong to regi- 
ments which are sent to the Philippines will go to the 
islands. It is possible that some of them may be trans- 
ferred to other regiments when the provisions of the 
Army Appropriation bill providing for extra officers and 
the readjustment of promotions are put into effect. In 
detailing officers to Japan it was deemed not wise to dis- 
tribute them among the various arnmis of the Service, but 
to select those who are specially fitted for the study of 
the Japanese language. Lieutenants Troxel and Bur- 
nett have spent some time studying the Japanese lan- 
guage, while Major Gosman is proficient in several lan- 
guages. 








At the School of Marine Engineering, Annapolis, Md., 
the series of lectures by Dr. Burton McCollum, of the 
Bureau of Standards, has been unavoidably interrupted 
by pressure of other duties. It is hoped that they will 
be continued after a short interval.

MILITIA AT THE TEXAS MANEUVERS. 


Brig. Gen. C. R. Boardman, Adjutant General of Wis- 
consin, writes, with reference to the comment on the 
small number of names in the list of officers submitted 
from this state to attend the so-called Texas maneuvers: 
“Permit me to say the inquiry in this matter came from 
the War Department in the form of a telegram, pre- 
sumably calling for or indicating a desire for a prompt 
reply. This telegram said a ‘limited number’ of officers 
would be permitted to attend the so-called Texas maneu- 
vers as ‘observers.’ A further limitation was added by 
the War Department, when in the same telegram the 
right was reserved of ‘selection’ from any list submitted. 
Relieving the War Department wanted an immediate re- 
ply, a comparatively small list of names, and reall 
wanted the officers as observers, the authorities of this 
state acted accordingly and reported all the names of the 
commanding officers of the several units in the Organized 
Militia of Wisconsin. If these officers, instead of being 
wanted as observers, are needed for actual service, Wis- 
consin will report 100 per cent. If the officers are 
wanted as observers, but more can be accommodated, or 
the list is to be taken as a test of loyalty, once this 
known to Wisconsin officers they will go to a man. 
Wisconsin, with her Militia, was not found behind her 
sister states in 1861. Wisconsin’s Militia was a credit 
to the state and nation in 1898. Wisconsin’s Militia is 
to-day larger in numbers, better equipped, better organ- 
ized, better instructed, than ever before, and equally 
loyal and ready for any service.” 

In arranging for the attendance of Militia officers at 
the San Antonio and San Diego camps of instruction 
the following general principles will be observed: The 
expenses connected with the instruction of the Militia 
officers are to be met from the special appropriation 
“Encampments and Maneuvers Organized Militia” and 
the officers sent alotted in proportion to the local 
strength of the Organized Militia. After this is ex- 
hausted any state will be allowed to send additional 
officers provided the expense connected therewith is met 
from state funds or funds allotted under Sec. 1661, 
Rev. Statutes. The state authorities will be notified of 
the numbers to be sent from that particular state for 
each period of two weeks. As far as practicable officers 
sent to the camps of instruction at one time will be se 
lected from all the states, territories and the District 
of Columbia; this to insure all the states, etc., being 
properly represented at these camps, no matter how 
brief may be tthe duration of the camp. The tour of 
duty for each officer will not exceed two weeks, exclusive 
of the time required to travel. Adjutants general of 
states are not eligible for this duty. Militia officers will 
take with them their full field equipment, including 
bedding and mess kit. They will not take mounts. The 
commanders of the instruction camps will be directed 
to assist Militia officers inj hiring of private mounts in 
the vicinity of the instruction camps. The hire and 
forage may be paid from allotments under Sec. 1661, 
Rev. Statutes, or from state funds. Militia officers will 
not be sent to the instruction camps before April 1, 
1911. For two weeks the War Department has been 
receiving inquiries as to whether the Militia as a body 
would take part in the mobilization, to which it is re- 
plied that there is no intention of calling out any 
National Guard organization. The Adjutant General 
of Texas has requested that Texas be permitted to fill 
any vacancies caused by other states not availing them- 
selves of their quota, and that if unable to care for all 
Texas officers at one time they be allowed to rotate for 
as long a tour of duty as may be found available. Major 
C. E. Dentler, 23d Inf., U.S.A., at Fort Sam Houston, 
has in preparation a course of reading which he suggests 
for all student officers, and this data will be embodied 
in a general order, to be issued later, Maps of the 
camp are also being prepared by the engineers at Fort 
Sam Houston. At least fifteen officers are expected 
from Oklahoma and twelve from Arkansas.

UNIFORMED FRATERNAL ORDERS. 


In replying to the statement of Adjt. Gen. William 
Verbeck, of the New York Nationa! Guard, that the 
military spirit of the nation is waning, Adjt. William D. 
Gaboriault, of the “1st Regiment, Patriarchs Militant,” 
the uniformed branch of the Odd Fellows, and the “4th 
Regiment, Uniformed Rank of the Knights of Pythias,” 
said, according to an interview in the Knickerbocker 
Press, of Albany, N.Y., on March 16, that “during the 
encampment of the Uniformed Rank, Knights of Pythias, 
in 1909, in Boston, the War Department sent a Regular 
officer to inspect the camp and watch the drills and 
maneuvers, and after his report the Secretary of War 
wrote to the head of the organization complimenting him 
on the showing made by the members, and stated that 
the military work of the fraternalists was far superior 
to that of the Regular Army. This was in spite of the 
fact that the men were unused to camp life, and there 
were two days of steady rain, which failed to interfere 
with the military discipline. There were 2, tents 
and about 15,000 men in camp.” If that was the opin- 
ion of Secretary of War Dickinson in 1909, we cannot 
understand why he should send a lot of inferior Regu- 
lars to the Texas frontier, when he might have been able 
to call upon the uniformed Knights of Pythias. Mr. 
Dickinson might find himself hampered by want of a law 
by which he might avail himself of these Knights, but we 
have not heard of his busying himself about having 
such a law passed. 

Adjutant Gaboriault says that his organization is now 
endeavoring to obtain legislation, through the co-opera- 
tion of the War Department, to provide uniformed mem- 
bers of the order with guns and equipment similar to 
those used by the Regular Army, and to authorize them 
to take charge of the armories when the National Guard 
is doing field duty, and to act as a reserve Militia force, 
the tactics in use in the drilling of the Knights being 
the same as the tactics of the Army and the National 
Guard. If this legislation is provided for the benefit 
of the Knights of Pythias, every other uniformed body 
in the country would feel justified in asking for the 
same privilege of arms and equipment. 

If the time should come when the War Department 
would furnish fraternal societies with arms and equiv- 
ment like those of the Militia and the Army, it would 
undoubtedly have something to say about the methods 
of discipline. Then, indeed, would the members of the 
fraternal bodies receive a shock, judging from the opin- 
ions of Edward A. Weeber, captain of Canton Nemo, 
No. 1, of Albany, the oldest military organization of the 
Patriarchs Militant. “The reason why many men pre- 





fer to join a fraternal military organization rather than 
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the National Guard,” said Captain Weeber, “is that the 
fraternal spirit is encouraged and emphasized in the 
former. In fact, in the fraternal organizations the offi- 
cers are on an equality with the men in the ranks, and 
the distinction of rank exists only in the progress at 
Grills, where obedience is required. There are no fines 
for non-attendance at drills, and the fraternal spirit of 
pride causes the men to turn out and support their cap- 
tain.” Captain Weeber’s point of view illustrates pre- 
cisely the common idea as to military discipline. The 
general idea is that it is something that might well give 
way to the camaraderie and good-fellowship of a fra- 
ternal order. The hail-fellow-well-met spirit has noth- 
ing to do with military training, being the antithesis of 
the principles upon which the training of the soldier 
must be founded. It is the blindness to this difference 
between real and superficial discipline that would make 
it impossible to blend a fraternal body with tha mili- 
tary.

AERONAUTICAL NOTES. 


Thé Curtiss war aeroplane, just completed for the 
Signal Corps, was tried out over the Potomac Park 
Speedway, Washington, D.C., March 17. Two flights 
were made by J. A. D. McCurdy, who attained a height 
of 500 feet, a pretty exhibition of fiying partly over 
water and partly over land. McCurdy was in the air 
ten minutes on the first flight. It was in a second flight, 
which lasted only eight minutes, that the aviator reached 
an altitude of 500 feet. Besides the Secretary of War, 
the Chief of Staff, Chief Signal Officer and Chief of 
Ordnance, the witnesses of the flights included many 
other prominent Army and Navy officers and foreign 
military attachés. The machine was being inspected by 
Baron de Bode, of the Russian embassy when Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Inouye, of the Japanese embassy, also came 
out to see it, he two representatives of the lately 
hostile powers bowed pleasantly. Both were looking 
over the machine for war purposes. 


The British war office has acquired five aeroplanes, 
three of the latest pattern and five biplanes, to be de- 
livered in April. The war office will make use of other 
biplanes for experimental purposes. An _ observation 
war balloon factory has been completely organized and 
Lord Kitchener will be placed at the head of a special 
committee to get fit men for royal engineers, who can 
direct and conduct aerial warfare. Mr. Haldane says 
that $665,000 will be spent on airships and aeroplanes. 

Japan promises to join other countries in catching 
the “aero fever.” When “Bud” Mars and Thomas S. 
Baldwin, the American aviators, made three flights at 
CGsaka, Japan, on March 12, the first aeroplane ascen- 
sions in the island, 400,000 spectators watched the bird 
men, Prince Kuni, grandson of the Mikado, was one 
of the crowd and heartily complimented the Americans. 
This was the first of a series of flights to be given in 
Japan. 

Before 1,000 listeners Hudson Maxim talked of avia- 
tion and its place in warfare in the 71st Regiment 
armory, New York city, on March 9 under the auspices 
of the 1st Company, Signal Corps, N.G.N.Y. He called 
attention to what he called a curious paradox, namely, 
that science, while she makes our weapons more and 
more deadly and destructive, still manages, by virtue 
of their destructiveness, to rob them of the opportunity 
of destroying at all. No soldier to-day could carry on 
the march silver coin enough to jay the cost of killing 
him in battle. The aeroplane will be the true dove of 
peace, because it is in line with this tendency of science 
to make wars less fatal. Heretofore wars have been 
conducted on the two-dimensional plane of the earth’s 
surface. It has been largely a business of siege opera- 
tions for the conquering of positions. The aeroplane 
carries war into the third dimension and thereby vastly 
complicates the problem. In the future we must patrol 
the whole cloudland. Thus will war become more ex- 
pensive and in corresponding degree less profitable; 
hence it will be less engaged in, because men do not 
eagerly plunge into unprofitable undertakings. There- 
fore the better we are prepared for war, the less likely 
we are to have war. At the present time there is alto- 
gether too much preachment that peace may be made 
secure by the substitution of sentimentality and inter- 
national brotherly love and humanitarianism for arma- 
ments. There is no such thing existent or possible be- 
tween nations as a sentimental consideration of any 
kind sufficient to exert anything but a microscopic in- 
fluence as a deterrent of war. Self-interest always has 
been and always will be the deciding factor in the set- 
tlement of international disputes. It is not sufficient 
for this country that it keep abreast of other countries 
in aviation. We ought to lead the world, Congress 
should appropriate more, not less, than other nations 
for aviation. Aviation needs big, pubic-spirited Con- 
gressional support. Many public speakers could take a 
lesson from Mr. Maxim in force and clearness of ut- 
terance. He was distinctly heard in all parts of the 
large drill hall. Prof. William Hallock, of Columbia, 
told stories about the experiments in fiying of Professor 
Langley, with whom he was long associated. Moving 
pictures, showing the flights at Belmont Park during 
the international tournament last fall, were of absorbing 
interest. In the sight of the audience stood one of the 
largest biplanes ever built, having a tip to _tip spread 
of thirty-four feet. It was constructed by First Class 
Pvt. P. W. Wilson, of the Signal Company, who has had 
much experience in flying. It is equipped with a battery 
for wireless work. Mr. Wilson gave an explanation of 
the working of the plane after the regular lecture. 

Roy Knabenshue, of Dayton, Ohio, one of the pioneers 
in the aviation field and exhibition manager of the 
Wright Brothers, offers the following explanation of the 
accident which caused the death of Hoxie during @ 
flight at Los Angeles, Cal.: “Unfortunately I was a 
witness of the death of Hoxie in Los Angeles,” said Mr. 
Knabenshue, “and I am convinced that poor Arch died 
of pleurisy a thousand feet or more in the air. I had 
been watching his flight and observed through a telescope 
that he had gone to a much higher altitude than he had 
intended when he left the ground. When he began his 
descent his machine, which was acting finely while Hoxie 
was executing the celebrated spiral glide, was under per- 
fect control till it reached within 2,000 feet of the 
ground. ‘Then I saw that something was wrong with 
the aviator, for the machine was pitched at an angle 
of fully seventy-five degrees and plunged to the ground 
without righting itself, which could easily have been 
avoided had Hoxie been physically able to control it. 
Hoxie had been suffering the day preceding his fatal 
flight from a severe attack of pleurisy, and in my opin- 
ion there is no question that the severe temperature at 





the high altitude he reached caused a sudden attack 
which resulted in his death.”

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 

“Military Railways” is the title of No. 32 of the pro- 
fessional papers, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., issued 
from the Government Printing Office. The author is 
Major William D, Connor, Corps of Engrs. The lack 
of a manual on: the subject of military railways, he 
says, is sufficient excuse for the volume. He pays a 
tribute to Col. Sir BE. P. C. Girouard, R.E., of the 
British army, ‘“‘whose work in Egypt and South Africa 
has set a high standard for any engineer who in the 
future may be required to solve railway problems in the 
theater of war.” His reports proved very valuable to 
Major Connor. The author received great assistance 
from General Manager R, H. Aishton, of the Chicago 
and North-Western Railroad. The mathematical tables 
of Gen. H. H. Ludlow, U.S.A., were drawn upon, and 
Mr. Bailey, of cireus fame, gave instructive data rela- 
tive to the loading and unloading of vehidles and ani- 
mals from trains. Lieuts. James G. Steese and Glen F. 
Edgerton, Corps of Engrs., assisted in reviewing the 
manuscript. This manual is copiously and intelligently 
illustrated, but perhaps some will regret its small type, 
which compels the use of a magnifying glass unless one 
would ruin his eyes. That Major Connor equipped 
himself well for his task is shown by his statement that 
throughout the preparation of the manual he traveled 
in every sort of train and motor, with circuses, track- 
laying trains and on private inspection trains, and slept 
in grading camps and in cabooses of freight trains, from 
all of which one may conclude that an author for the 
Corps of Engineers does not rest on flowery beds of 
ease. 

It is not every day that a book on language is written 
for non-commissioned officers, hence soldiers of that 
grade should appreciate the work of Lieut. Cary 1. 
Crockett, 2d U.S. Inf., who has published a small handy 
volume entitled, “A Working Knowledge of Spanish.’ 
This manual the author puts out in the hope that it will 
prove of use to the N.C.O.’s of the Army. Lieutenant 
Crockett has spent nine years of travel and residence in 
Cuba, Mexico and the Philippine Islands, and in that 
time has gained a knowledge of Spanish that enables 
him to present the language in an attractive form for 
the beginner. ‘The vocabulary consists of about one 
thousand carefully selected words of every-day use. 
While the author does not claim academic accuracy for 
his little volume, he believes it will enable the studen* 
to carry on an ordinary conversation in Spanish. In 
the vocabulary the sound of the vowels is carefully indi- 
eated and the fall of the accent marked—valuable aids 
to the beginner. Early in the book there is an imagi- 
nary conversation between an American officer in com- 
mand of a patrol and a suspicious-looking native cap- 
tured near Manila, the purpose of the dialogue being 
to illustrate the use of the verb in the second person 
singular in speaking to an inferior, just the opposite of 
the use of the word in English and French. Mistakes 
in using “tu” and “usted,” the author says, may be 
avoided by remembering that “usted” is a contraction 
of ‘‘vuestro merced,” meaning “your worship,” hence no 
officer would address a native suspect with “usted.” 
Possibly a little more space might have been given to the 
explanation of the difference between the two verbs to 
be, “estar” and “ser,” those stumbling-blocks to so many 
students of Spanish. We know of one very enthusiastic 
student who gave up the study, when he reached those 
verbs, saying: “If they have two forms for a simple 
neuter verb like to be, what will I strike when I meet 
a real active, busy verb?’ ‘The book is from the press

The success of the sixth annual convention of the 
Navy League of the United States, held at Los Angeles, 
Cal., on March 7 and 8, on invitation cf the Chamber of 
Commerce of that city, should do much ‘to further the 
patriotic work of this organization. .

and the Grand Canyon of Arizona. Ably representing 
the Navy in the party was Engineer-in-Chief Hutch I. 
Cone, U.S.N., and Mrs. Cone, who did much to make 
the trip agreeable for their fellow-travelers. Mr. Arthur 
H. Dadmun, corresponding secretary of the Navy League, 
headed the party and was unremitting in his enthusiasm 
for the work of the League and in his efforts for the 
success of the Convention and for the comfort of the 
Eastern delegates, who reached Los Angeles on the 
morning of March 7 just in time for the opening session 
of the Convention at 10 a.m. 

The Navy League Convention held its sessions at the 
Hotel Alexandria, about 200 being in attendance, in- 
cluding the local delegates and friends of the League, 
the Eastern delegation, Western delegates from points 
as far away as Seattle and Honolulu and a number of 
officers of the Navy and Army. Rains unprecedented 
for that region interfered with railway travel and de- 
layed or prevented the arrival of a number of delegates. 
Their papers were either read by other members or were 
later spread ypon the records. 

Mr. Louis A. Osborne, of Scranton, Pa., senior di- 
‘rector of the League present, presided at the business 
meeting of the morning session on March 7, and replied 
gracefully to an address of welcome by Mayor George 
Alexander, of Los Angeles. The short business session 
was followed by a number of interesting papers, Capt. 
J. C. Drake, of Los Angeles, presiding. Engineer-in- 
Chief Hutch I. Cone, U.S.N., read his admirable’ paper 
on “The Pacific Coast and the Navy Lepartment,” which 
we published last week. The report of Mr. Henry H. 
Ward, secretary of the League, was read by Mr. Arthur 
H. Dadmun, Mr. Ward being unable at the last minute 
to attend the Convention. A valuable technical paper 
on “The Coal Supply of the Pacific,’ by Walter Oakes, 
of Seattle, was read by Mr. William Pitt Trimble, of 
that city. Papers spread upon the minutes were “The 
Significance of an Adequate Representation of Naval 
Force on the Pacific,” by Prof. W. F. Durand, of Stan- 
ford University, and “A Pacific Coast Navy,’ by Col. 
D. C. Collier, of San Diego. 

The social side of the Navy League’s meeting was 
opened in the afternoon by an elaborate reception at 
the home of Capt. Randolph Huntington Miner, a gradu- 
ate of the Military Academy in 1875, who resigned in 
1895, but returned to the Service during the war with 
Spain. Capt. and Mrs. Miner entertained the visiting 
delegates, many officers of the Navy and many promi- 
nent people of Los Angeles also being present. Among 
those in the receiving line were Rear Admiral and Mrs. 
Chauncey Thomas, U.S.N., and Lieut. Gen. and Mrs. 
Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A. 

At the morning session of the League on March 8 Mr. 
William Pitt Trimble, of Seattle, presided. Mr. Lincoln 
C. Cummings, of Baltimore, Md., an honorary vice presi- 
dent of the Navy League, read a paper on’ “‘Vorld 
Leadership on the Pacific,’ an able exposition of the 
problems this country must meet, expressed in terms of 
the highest patriotism. “Shall We Lead or Follow on 
the Pacific?” was well discussed by Mr. Frank J. Symonds, 
of San Francisco, and an interesting and admirably ex- 
pressed paper on “The Navy League and the Limitations 
of Armament,” by E. K. Roden, of Scranton, Pa., fol- 
lowed. A Navy League document on “The Two-Battle- 
ship Program” was read by Mr. Dadmun. Judge Sidney 
Ballou, of the Supreme Court of Hawaii, who came 
from Honolulu to attend the Convention, was delayed 
by railway washouts, arriving just at the close of the 
session, but his valuable paper on “Naval Defense on 
the Pacific’ was spread upon the minutes. In closing 
the formal sessions Mr, Louis S. Osborne expressed the 
thanks of the Eastern delegates for the unbounded hos- 
pitality with which they had been received. 

That afternoon Lieut. Gen. and Mrs. Adna R. Chaffee 
entertained at an informal reception at their charming 
home on Magnolia avenue, at which several of the Navy 
League delegates and a number of people prominent in 
the social life of Los Angeles were present. 

Among the hospitalities offered the visiting delegates 
by the committee of the Chamber of Commerce was a 
theater party at the Orpheum on the evening of March 
7 and an extensive tour of Los Angeles, Pasadena and 
environs in special trolley cars on the afternoon: of 
March 8. The Los Angeles friends and members of the 
League had offered their automobiles for the trip, but 
rain made advisable a change in the means of trans- 
portation. 

The chief social event of the Convention was the 
banquet at the Hotel Alexandria on the evening of 
March 8, at which the members of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce were hosts to the visiting dele- 
gates. Many officers of the Navy from the ships in 
harbor at San Pedro were present, Army officers resident 
in and near Los Angeles and other prominent ladies and 
gentlemen of Los Angeles and of the Pacific coast to 
the number of about 250. No banquet was ever more 
carefully planned or admirably carried out. The decora- 
tions were beautiful, covering the whole ceiling and 
walls with a mass of vines and brilliant flowérs. A 
feeling of personal hospitality was assured by seating 
the visiting guests at small tables, with a hostess for 
each table and a number of residents of the city. Capt. 
Randolph H. Miner presided at the speakers’ table, at 
which were seated, among others, Lieut. Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee and Brig. Gen. John P. Story, U.S.A.; Rear 
Admiral Chauncey Thomas and Rear Admiral T. C. 
McLean, U.S.N. Rev. Robert J. Burdette, whose repu- 
tation as a humorist is well known, acted as toastmaster. 
The speakers, who were among the best known: orators 
of Los Angeles, fully justified their reputations, dis- 
cussed the progress and development of the Pacific coast 
and spoke of the need of the nation, and particularly 
of our Western coast, for a great and adequate Navy. 
There was but one exception, Mr. Isidor Straus, of 
New York, who struck an inharmonious note that met 
the polite attention but not the approval of ‘his hearers 
and delivered an address along the usual line of thought 
expressive of “anti-imperialist” sentiment. The other 
speakers were Mr. W. O’Melveney, Rev. Baker P. 


Lee and Mr. Gueney Newlin. 
Among Service people present at the banquet were

Orders had come to Rear Admiral Thomas and officers 
of the California, South Dakota and Pennsylvania to 
sail from San Pedro, the port of Los Angeles, at noon 
on March 8 for San Diego Bay. This would have de- 
prived the Navy League banquet of one of its chief at- 
tractions and Secretary of the Navy Meyer was at once 
besought by telegraph to permit a delay in the sailing. 
A telegram from Comdr. Philip Andrews, U.S.N., aid 
to Secretary Meyer, was received by Capt. J. C. Drake, 
of the entertainment committee, saying ,that orders had 
been sent postponing the sailing of the Pacifie Fleet 
until sunrise on March 9.

It had been intended to make Thursday, March 9, “fleet 
day” and Rear Admiral Chauncey Thomas, in command 
of the fleet in Los Angeles Harbor, had arranged for a 
reception to the Navy League on board ship on that 
afternoon. The orders to the fleet put an end to this 
part of the program. 

This left a day free for the Navy League delegates 
and the Chamber of Commerce of San Diego seized the 
opportunity to extend a cordial and urgent invitation to 
the Navy League to visit their city. Not all were able 
to change their plans and accept, but a party of over 
twenty made the journey of five hours through a delight- 
ful country of orange groves, fertile hills and distant 
mountains, conducted by Mr. Clifford Payson, of San 
Diego, and his talented wife. Of those who went were 
Engineer-in-Chief and Mrs. Cone, the former taking 
the opportunity to inspect the Torpedo Fleet in San 
Diego Harbor. An informal but delightful banquet was 
given that evening for the visiting delegates at the U. 8. 
Grant Hotel. Next day they were conducted by a com- 
mittee on a visit to Coronado Beach, where later a num- 
ber were entertained most charmingly at luncheon by 
Rear Admiral and Mrs. Chauncey Thomas. With the 
fleet in harbor and with the officers and men of the 
Army on their way from the Presidios of San Francisco 
and of Monterey and with Fort Rosecrans across the 
bay, San Diego presented quite a naval and military 
aspect that gave a final thrill of patriotism to the dele- 
gates, who had, many of them, traveled so far to evince 
their interest in our Navy and the country’s welfare. 
After their visit to San Diego the delegates and friends 
of the League departed on their several ways, those 
from the East convinced more than ever of the hearty 
and cordial hospitality of the people of the Pacific coast. 


THE SERVICES AND LIFE iNSURANCE. 


Cleveland, Ohio, Feb. 15, 1911. 
To THE EpiToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In view of the excellent showing in mortality among 
the Regular officers of the Army within the last few 
years, the executive committee of the General Agents’ 
Association of the company I represent induced the 
board of trustees to issue a free policy on both Army 
and Navy officers, which was done three years ago. Re- 
cently a resolution has been passed by the same board 
stating that hereafter Army and Navy officers will be 
rated ahead in their age, six and five years, respectively, 
thus discriminating against our officers and compelling 
them to pay probably $10 or $15 more than the ordinary 
civilian. A committee was appointed to take the matter 
up with the trustees to find out on what basis this action 
was taken and we discovered that there seemed to be 
concerted action between nearly all the companies to 
do this very thing—that is rate the Army ahead from 
six to eight years and the Navy from five to seven 
years, the reason given therefor being that upon tabula- 
tion of their mortality among officers of the two Services 
the experience of the companies was unfavorable, and 
that while the mortality among civilians ranged from 
fifty-five to seventy-five per cent., among the Army and 
Navy it ran from eighty to 100 per cent. Therefore, 
in order to equalize the risk this additional rating was 
the play to be made. It seems from this action of most 
of the companies that it has been practically agreed 
upon and therefore officers in the Services may expect 
hereafter to be discriminated against in this way. One 
or two companies are writing at regular rates, but inti- 
mate, that any officer ordered to Panama on duty will 
be taxed $20 a thousand additional. 

Now as the amount carried by the two Service Mutual 
Aid Associations is a very small sum and not sufficient 
for the proper protection of the families of officers, it 
seems to me that the Army and Navy must take hold 
of this proposition themselves and so regulate their rates 
that they may make them adequate te carry a larger 
amount of insurance than they have been doing. For 
instance, write as high as $10,000 on an officer. If the 
rates are adequate such a sum is just as safe for either 
the Army or Navy to carry as $3,000 is. If it is not 
safe to carry the larger amount then it is not safe to 
earry the smaller amount and the rates should be re- 
adjusted. As we now are permitted to invest our assets 
in bonds bearing a higher rate than government bonds, 
and as we have plenty of retired officers in Washington 
who are perfectly competent to invest the assets of the 
Association even if everyone in the Service insurable 
should take the limit, it would not be a serious burden 
for them to see that this money was properly invested. 
It seems to me that the lowest net rate of cost of in- 
surance on a level premium basis, plus the small rate 
of interest that we have added, would render safe our 
Association to carry this maximum amount, as it is safe 





for the old line companies to do the same thing, It 
may be practicable to take this matter up and reor- 
ganize to the extent of new entrants on this basis and 
permit those who have been insured in the Association 
to transfer into that class, having them simply put up 
the reserve necessary to carry them along at the same 
rate of the new entrants, at their original age. 

I have communicated with several companies who 
formerly wrote Army officers freely and they advise me 
that they were compelled, by reason of the excessive 
mortality, to adopt this new schedule of premium, and 
I have combatted their reasons for this advance by 
stating that since the Spanish War conditions have so 
improved in the Service, both at home and abroad, and 
the results have been so favorable, that I believe the 
future mortality of the officers, through their careful 
selection, will not be as great as it has been in the past. 
During the Spanish War and immediately afterward 
conditions in Cuba and the Philippines were unwhole- 
some and there was excessive loss. In fact, out of a 
dozen officers insured on my books nearly one-half of 
them passed away; so that a computation based upon 
the Spanish War period and immediately after I don’t 
feel is hardly fair and the future should not be based 
upon that unteward record of mortality. Possibly one 


reason for this action of these companies may be the, 


war cloud which they imagine they see in the future 
hovering over us, from which a long and protracted war 
may result, increasing the mortality of our officers, but 
inasmuch as they all write now free policies on civilians, 
if we had such a protracted war they would be barred 
from putting on any restriction or any extra charge on 
the great multitude who would volunteer to fill up our 
ranks, If, as they claim, our mortality is away in 
excess of the average civilian, certainly we could re- 
organize and establish a rate as low as the average 
non-participating company carries to-day, and our re- 
duced expenses as compared with their loadings would 
offset this increase of mortality, so that we could carry 
our Own members as cheaply as they can be carried 
anywhere by any company to-day. 

I merely throw this out as a suggestion, as it was 
mooted some years ago, I think, by Colonel Dravo and 
General Lee that we should get upon a permanent basis, 
and instead of confining ourselves to a limited amount 
like $3,000 be able to write officers any amount, at least 
up to $10,000. I believe it can be done and ought to 
be done, so that our people could carry at a reasonable 
cost the insurance that they feel they need. Certainly 
the action of these companies at this time ought to work 
for the advantage of the Association as it is and bring 
everybody insurable into it and increase its membership.

I notice in your issue of March 11 a letter from Capt. 

J. P. Parker, U.S.N., in regard to “Life Insurance for 
Army and Navy Officers.’ As Captain Parker has 
made a slight error I take pleasure in making the fol- 
lowing correction: The Penn Mutual Life Insurance 
Company (not the Pennsylvania Mutual, as he has it) 
has for a long time issued policies to Army and Navy 
officers at the same rates and on the same terms as to 
civilians. The policies are without any restrictions 
from date of issue as to travel, residence and occupation, 
and there is no permit or extra premium of any kind 
required in time of peace or war or for tropical travel. 
The company did consider advancing the ages of officers 
on June 1 on all new policies written after that date, 
but have decided not to do so. No advance can ever 
be made on any policies already issued, as they are 
without restrictions. Prior to 1898 this company had 
in its policies a clause by which they could add an extra 
premium not to exceed three per cent in time of war, 
but when the Spanish-American War was declared the 
company voluntarily removed this restriction from all 
its old policies and so notified its policyholders. 
t As this company has such a large number of officers 
in the Army and Navy insured I write this correction 
and trust you will publish it, as the letter of Captain 
Parker might convey to them the same erroneous im- 
pression he has.

A “NATIONAL” NATIONAL GUARD. 


Trenton, N.J., March 15, 1911. 

To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL: 

Major John Bigelow, jr., U.S.Al, retired, in a letter 
to the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL a few weeks ago pro- 
tested strongly against my suggestions for a really 
“national” National Guard, his main argument being 
largely on the necessity for each state to maintain its 
own soldiery as a protection for “state rights.’ The 
only value of state soldiers in preserving state rights 
would lie in their ability to wage war against the Fed- 
eral Government or portions thereof—or at least in the 
moral weight of the possibility of their doing so. This: 
would be treason and those who advocate the main- 
tenance of state troops for the protection of state rights: 
are therefore indirectly encouraging treason, even though 
no such thought enter their minds. Of ifself this should 
be sufficient argument against the theory. Again, the 
question of a portion of the country withdrawing from 
the Union and desiring to have its own troops was set- 
tled by the Civil War. Thirdly, the Constitution pro- 
hibits any state from waging war on its own accord, so: 
that any war, offensive or defensive, other than civil 
wars or rebellions must be fought by the Regular Army 
and state troops or volunteers in the Federal service. — 

Therefore the only possible uses of state troops under 
the Constitution are, first, as a reserve to the Regular: 
Army of the United States; second, as a state police. 
At present the National Guard consists of some forty 
edd minute armies which, through no fault of their 
own, are efficient neither as the one ror the other, and 
which can never become really efficient under the. ex- 
isting conditions and laws. From a police viewpoint it 
is absurd to expect men armed as soldiers to be effective 
in the many petty disturbances for which they are now 
called out—a force armed and trained as police being 
needed. Humanity, as well as the law, prevents the 
troops from any real use of the weapons with which 
they are armed or the war tactics in which they are 
trained. From a‘ military standpoint it is equally ab- 
surd to expect a force governed by the whims of almost 
fifty legislatures, governors and adjutants general to 
be an efficient army, when the backbone of success must 
always be unity of control and purpose. The remark- 
eble fact is that the Guard of some states has performed, 





and can perform, either of their widely different duties 
fairly well. 

Major Bigelow states that “under the Constitution 
the Militia is our armed citizenship.” It is probable, 
however, that nine-tenths of the National Guard. look 
upon their state duties with disfavor—especially the 
duty of state police—and that they are strongly in favor 
of a Federal National Guard and state constabulary 
similar to that of Pennsylvania. Assuming that citizen- 
ship may be taken to mean the mass of the American 
public, nothing is farther from the truth than to state 
that the National Guard as a state force represents it. 
In fact, the National Guard’s greatest problem is to 
obtain members, owing to a feeling of antagonism on 
the part of the laboring classes and of disdain on the 
part of many more intelligent, both of which sentiments 
have been brought about by the state duties of the 
Guard and both of which the gradual federalization of 
the Guard is eliminating. Organized labor opposes the 
Guard because of its state police duties, other classes 
oppose it because of the “gold lace, tin soldier” com- 
bination which existed before the Dick bill went into 
effect and which has not yet entirely passed. On the 
other hand, all steps toward the federalization of the 
Guard have resulted in these conditions being improved. 
When the state police duties are removed from the 
Guard, then the labor classes will begin to support it. 
When it becomes Federal and more efficient, then all 
classes will respect it, and in consequence of these 
changes it will more nearly than ever before represent 
the “armed citizenship’ which Major Bigelow men- 
tions. Its only opposers will then be those who are the 
most rabid anti-militarists. 

When the Guard has Federal control and Federal 
pay, is combined, almost, with the Army and has all 
the advantages of such conditions, then will it be really 
efficient, then will it have the support of the public, and 
then will the United States for the first time have a 
force which may be compared with those of foreign 
countries. Every improvement in the Guard, beginning 
with the Dick bill, has been a step in that direction; 
every step from that end will result in decreased effi- 
ciency from all viewpoints.

WHO ORIGINATED SCALPING? 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 20, 1911. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In the JourNnaL for March 18, in commenting on Dr. 
Charles A. Eastman’s book, “The Scul of the Indian,” 
you say: “As we understand that passage, the scalping 
of men combatants only is meant. We should like to 
know from what records Dr. Eastman derives his prouf 
that bounties were offered by white men for the scalps 
of women and children.” 

I have often, for many years, made statements like 
Dr. Eastman’s, both in speech and in writing, and I am 
sure some of these statements have been before you, yet 
you never called on me for proof. Part of my proof is 
as follows: Statutes of South Carolina, Vol. 4, page 
128, quotes an Act of July 31, 1760, in which South 
Carolina appropriated the sum of 3,500 pounds “to pay 
for the scalps of Cherokee Indians.” The question of 
sex or age does not appear. As both Indian men and 
women, boys and girls, all! wore their hair long, it cer- 
tainly opened the way for indiscriminate killing. In 
Martin’s Laws of North Carolina, Vol. 1, page 135, it 
was provided: “If any person or persons, inhabitant or 
inhabitants of this province, not in actual pay, shall kill 
an enemy Indian or Indians, he or they shall have an 
receive ten pounds for each and every Indian he or they 
shall so kill; and any person or persons who shall be in 
the actual pay of this province shall have and receive 
five pounds for every enemy Indian or Indians he or 
they shall so kill, to be paid out of the treasury, any 
law, usage or custom to the contrary notwithstanding.” 
The same act provided that the scalps should be pro- 
duced, and the party claiming the reward should make 
oath that he was the person who killed or was present 
at the killing of the Indian whose scalp shall be so pro- 
duced. The same door was open for indiscriminate kill- 
ing and scalping, as in the case of South Carolina. 
Gordon's History of Pennsylvania, page 438, states: 
“Pennsylvania in 1764, by a proclamation of its Gover- 
nor, offered bounties for the scalps or capture of hostile 
Indians. The bounties were: For every male above 
ten years, captured, $150: for every male above ten 
years, scalped, being killed, $134; for every female or 
male under ten years, captured, $130; for every female 
above ten years, scalped, being killed, $50.” Quite a 
number of the Commonwealths enacted laws equally 


savage.

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WHAT A PARTICIPANT SAYS OF MT. DAJO 
FIGHT. 
Rio Piedras, P.R. 
To THE EpItoR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Without desiring to enter into the general controversy 
between your paper and Mr. Storey I cannot refrain 
from protest against the latter’s denomination of the 
fight at Mt. Dajo as a massacre, As a leader of one of 
the columns in that fight I deny emphatically that it 
was a massacre in any sense of the word, except, possi- 
bly, as regards the number killed. The Standard Dic- 
tionary defines “massacre” as “the indiscriminate kill- 
ing in numbers of the unresisting or defenseless.” At 
Mt. Dajo there was no “unresisting,” no “defenseless’— 
all was attack or strong defense on both sides. Not till 
the last shot was fired did defense and resistance cease 
on the part of the Moros. 

Even Mr. Storey, had he been present as I was on 
that terrible day and looked up at that mountain bris- 
tling with armed savages waving their red banners at 
us and beating their tom-toms, spoiling for a fight and 
defiant behind the strongest field forts imaginable, would 
possibly have seen some evidence of power of resistance 
there. It was a serious proposition, not apparently for 
the Moro, but for us to go up against, and the resulting 
fight one of the most desperate in the history of savage 
warfare. After the capture of the first fort an effort 
‘was made to stop the fighting, but while we stopped and 
‘lost a number of men in consequence the “unresisting” 
and “defenseless” Moro refused to stop and fought to 
the last. With rifle, spear, bolo, dagger, even stones, he 
continued until all were dead or helpless, not from de- 
fenselessness, but from the superior quality of our weapon. 
backed by the valor of our men. Our last shot was 


fired only a few minutes before the final desperate 
charge of the remaining Moros, who in their savage 
pride would scorn to-day even more than we do the 
assertion that there was any non-resistance on their 
‘part. 
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ARMY ITEMS. 


The Adjutant General is advised by telegram of the 
21st inst. from the commanding general, Department of 
California, that the transport Crook sailed on that date 
from San Francisco, Cal., for Honolulu, H.T., with head- 
quarters, band, 1st and 2d Battalions and Machine- 
Gun Platoon, 2d Inf., and the following military pas- 
sengers: Colonel Mansfield, Captains Pruden, Shuttle-

Cunningham, 5th Cav., Demmer, Med Corps; three 
casuals; 141 recruits, 5th Cav.; thirteen for battery F, 
1st Field Art.; twenty-two for 20th Infantry, and 
thirty-five for Coast Artillery Corps, unassigned. 2 

The U.S. Cavalry will participate in the Inter- 
national Horse Show at London in June in connection 
with the coronation festivities, It is reported that five 
officers and ten enlisted men of the Cavalry will repre- 
sent the American Military Establishment. The party 
will take two horses per man. This is the first time that 
the U.S. Army will have participated in a foreign horse 
show. The United States also received an invitation to 
participate in the International Horse Show to be held 
at Rome in April, but the Government was unable to 
accept. 


If it were universally true that the good die young 
we fear that George S. Anderson would not have lin- 
gered long enough within reach of promotion to a 
general officer in the Army of the United Qiates to 
have it reach him, but it has and he is ‘gazetted 
this week as brigadier general, vice Frederick K. Ward, 
retired March 19. General Anderson is now on his way 
to the Philippines to take command of the Department 
of the Visayas. As he retires Sept. 30, 1913, he will 
have a much shorter period of service in his present 
rank than his friends would like to see him have. A 
full account of General Anderson’s record was pub- 
lished Dec. 17, 1910, page 442. He is an officer of high 
personal character, sound judgment, large experience, 
and will give a good account of himself in whatever 
position he is placed. : 

Under that provision of the recently enacted Army 
Appropriation act authorizing the detail of an Army 
medical officer to take charge of the first aid department 
of the American Red Cross, the detail has been given to 
Major Charles Lynch, Med. Corps. 

An order placing Lieut. Roy C. Kirtland, 14th Inf., 
on duty at Washington with Signal Corps in charge of 
aeroplanes at College Park, is being considered by the 
General Staff. 


To assist the citizens of New London in celebrating 
the raising of $100,000 in nine days for a women’s col- 
lege, the Coast Artillery band from the fort near by 
loaned its services. 


As heretofore noted in this paper, both Major Henry 
S. Greenleaf, Med. Corps, and Ist Lieut. Ernest F. 
Slater, of the Medical Reserve Corps, stationed at Madi- 
son Barracks, have been acquitted by court-martial of 
the charge of conduct unbecoming “an officer and a gen- 
tleman.” Although the offense alleged against the offi- 
cers grew out of the same general transaction, they 
were tried separately. In the case of Major Greenleaf 
it was specified that he had submitted » memorandum to 
the chief surgeon of the Department derogatory to the 
conduct and character of Lieutenant Slater, and that 
after he had heard that Lieutenant Slater knew of these 
statements he submitted another report highly favorable 
to that officer. In the case of Lieutenant Slater it was 
alleged that he had attempted to prejudice the officers 
at Madison Barracks against Major Greenleaf, and to 
excite sympathy for himself. It was further specified 
that Lieutenant Slater had said that Major Greenleaf 
was panicky and easily rattled. The trial of these two 
cases consumed considerable time, and a mass of testi- 
mony was taken, with the result that the court rendered 
a verdict of not guilty in each case. The acquittal by 
the court in each case was approved by General Grant, 
commanding the Department of the East. 

The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
imposed by sentence of general court-martial in the case 
of 1st Lieut. James L. Craig, 2d Inf., who was recently 
tried at Fort Assinniboine, Mont., and convicted of 
charges of drunkenness on duty, in violation of the 38th 
Article of War, and of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman, in violation of the 61st Article of 
War. Lieutenant Craig served during the war with 
Spain as second lieutenant, 4th Missouri Vol. Inf., from 
May, 1898, to February, 1899. He was appointed second 
lieutenant of Infantry in July, 1901, from private, 44th 
Company, C.A.C., and was promoted to be first lieuten- 
ant in December, 1904. 

Lieut. Edgar H. Thompson, C.A.C., of Fort Adams, 
R.I., was to be tried by court-martial at the fort on 
March 21. The charges are reported to relate to finan- 
vial irregularities in connection with the post canteen 
two years ago. Private William Kline, who was the 
eanteen steward, deserted from the fort, and upon his 
going it was found that there was a shortage in the ac- 
counts of about $1,296, and as Lieutenant Thompson had 
charge of the canteen, he is placed on trial to determine 
whether or not he should be held responsible for the con- 
dition of the canteen books. It is believed by Lieutenant 
Thompson’s friends that he will be able to clear himself 
completely. He will be defended by Capt. Allan D. 
Raymond, of the fort. The court which will try Lieu- 
tenant Thompson will try Private Kline, charged with 
embezzlement, desertion and falsifying his accounts of 
the canteen. Col. Frederick March, C.A.C., is presi- 
dent of the court, and Capt. Russell P. Reeder, C.A.C., 
is the judge advocate. Kline will be defended by his 
company commander, Capt. Joseph S. Hardin, of Fort 
Adams. Kline was arrested by secret service men in 
Philadelphia. } 

Lieut. Theodore E. Atkinson, Phil. Scouts, who was 
tried by general court-martial at Lucena in January for 
absence without leave and negligence in post exchange 
accounts, will have $50 per month for six months de- 
ducted from his pay, be confined to the limits of the 
post for the same length of time, and be reduced to the 
foot of the list of second lieutenants. Lieutenant Atkin- 
ayy now number 33 on the list and the lowest number

From a report made to the Navy Department by P.A. 
Surg. W. A. Owens, on duty at the American Legation, 
Pekin, China, the account published in the papers of 
the plague in Manchuria are not overdrawn.

The persistence of the Government of the United 
States in pursuing malefactors is shown in the case of 
Oberlin M. Carter and his associates, Greene and Gay- 
nor. Carter has taken his punishment and withdrawn 
from public view, with what he may have left of his ill- 
gotten gains. Greene and Gaynor, as the result of their 
persistent efforts to escape trial, have been held in custody 
in an effort to secure the collection of fines imposed upon 
them in connection with their sentence to the term of 
imprisonment which they have recently completed. In 
his examination with reference to remitting his fine, 
Greene virtually admitted the justice of his punishment 
and that of his coconspirators. Amiong the questions 
put to Greene one had to do with the Atlantic Contract- 
ing Company and its operations in and around Savannah 
between 1893 and 1897. The witness admitted that his 
profits from the business in the time mentioned were in 
the neighborhood of $500,000, which was one-third of 
the profits the company made. The other two-thirds 
went equally to Gaynor and Carter, he testified. In 
addition to this, the witness said, he was worth in 1897 
$166,000, cleared in other contracting work, and some 
$57,000, which was invested in government bonds. 
“Now, Mr. Greene,” said Erwin, “tell us what has be- 
come of this money.” “I have spent, lost and given it 
all away,” came the answer. “I lost a large sum in 
real estate deals, much more in stock market specula- 
tions, paid to the twenty-eight attorneys I employed at 
different times fees amounting to over $100,000, and 
spent thousands of dollars for living expenses, which for 
a pumber of years were heavy indeed.” Greene was 
finally permitted to take an oath, declaring that he has 
nothing, and he has been released accordingly. 
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The work of clearing away the old building on the site 
for the new Army and Navy Club at Washington, D.C., 
was started on Thursday, March 23. Within ten or 
fifteen days after this date it is expected to advertise for 
bids for the new building. The final detail plang have 
been accepted and the specifications for the contractors 
are being drawn. The plans, as finally adopted, have 
been changed materially from those submitted at first, 
and it is thonght are a material improvement over those 
originally proposed. When completed the building will 
consist of a basement, seven stories and a roof garden. 
By some special concessions from the District Commis- 
sioners it is possible to add considerably to the height of 
the building above that which was provided for in the 
original plans. Under the old plans the building was to 
be eighty feet high from the lowest point of the lot upon 
which it is to be built, while under the modified plans 
it is to be eighty feet from the highest point. The build- 
ing will be about five times the size of the present quar- 
ters occupied by the club. It will contain seventy-five 
rooms, with all of the most modern conveniences. In 
many respects the new home of the club will be a model 
clubhouse. The movement to construct a new club has 
received most encouraging financial support. The bond 
issue of 00,000 was oversubscribed by $50,000. 
Fifteen thousand dollars in cash was returned to sub- 
scribers after the bond issue was taken. Although the 
first instalment on the bonds amounted to only $75,000, 
there has already been paid into the treasury $220,000. 
Many cf the subscribers for the bonds have paid the en- 
tire amount of their subscriptions. 





The New York Medical Journal speaks with strong 
approval of the promising work which has been done at 
Camp Stotsenburg, P.I., in prophylactic measures to 
prevent the infection most common in the Army. 
The description of these measures appears in the 
February number of the Military Surgeon from the pen 
of Major William H. Wilson, Med. Corps, U.S.A., who 
says that before the measures were adopted infection 
was responsible for from fifty to sixty per cent. of the 
total sickness at that post. The methods adopted by 
the military authorities prevented infection in about 
ninety per cent. of the cases, and where they failed the 
fault lay, not with the prophylaxis, but with the delay 
of the soldier in applying the preventive. Unfortunately 
Camp Stotsenburg is surrounded with an undesirable 
class that has been banished from Manila owing to the 
thorough inspection there; but, as in all such cases of 
banishment, the community at large does not gain, be- 
cause what is one town’s gain is another’s loss, as in the 
system of some American towns of passing along 
beggars, tramps and vicious characters, who, when ar- 
rested, are given so many hours to leave the town. When 
they disappear the town can shrug its shoulders in 
complacent self-satisfaction at having protected its 
citizens from danger and contamination, without any 
thought of the next town that will receive the exiles. 
It is gratifying to the Medical Journal, as well as to all 
who hope for a higher health rate in the Army, that 
more direct measures are being taken to fight this infec- 
tion than those of former days, when banishment of the 
immoral was thought to be the best preventive. 





The United States Civil Service Commission invites 
attention to the examination for cadet officer in the 
Lighthouse Service, scheduled to be held on April 12, 
1911. As a result of this examination it is expected to 
fill several vacancies at entrance salaries of from $600 
to $720 per annum, with quarters and subsistence, unless 
such vacancies are filled by reinstatement, transfer or 
promotion.

Capt. Willard W. Mills, of Rockland, Me., of the 
merchant service, has spent fifty-four years on the sea, 
three years of which were spent on the U.S.S. Constella- 
tion during the Civil War in a cruise abroad. In speak- 
ing of his experience in the Navy his only complaint 
concerned the character and quality of the food served 
on board the Constellation, which from all accounts was 
rather tough. “Our principal diet,” he says, “was salt 
beef and bread, with pork and beans twice a week. The 
pork had been kept in the storehouses of a tropical 
climate, and some of it had become so foul that the 
hungriest seaman was repelled by it. Sometimes we 
made ‘scouse’—a combination of potatoes and the slush 
that came from this pork. Our supply of American 
bread became exhausted before the cruise was _ half 
finished, and we replenished from the storehouse at 
Alexandria. This bread, which was kept in sacks, was 
inspected after leaving Gibraltar, and the top was found 
to be covered with large green worms. The sailors had 
their preference of eating that or going without. Although 
we landed at several ports before reaching our destina- 
tion I could never learn that any pains were taken to 
secure a fresh supply of bread.” 
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The altogether unedifying spectacle of a mob of for- 
eign-speaking coal miners, a thousand stroug, parading 
the streets of an American town, armed with firearms, 
was presented in Gillespie, Ill., on March 21. The 
paraders were making a demonstration against the Eng- 
lish-speaking miners who refused to strike with them. 
Many of the townspeople armed themselves and others 
hid for safety. However, the parade passed through the 
town without a shot being fired. The paraders yelled 
at and hooted the non-strikers who lined the sidewalks. 
An hour later Col. Edward J. Long, commanding the 
4th Regiment, N.G., arrived from Springfield and took 
charge of the situation. The parade was held at sun- 
rise, and by nine a.m. a large force of state troops was 
in Gillespie. The trouble was caused by the refusal of 
the foreign miners to abide by the decision of the 
apa of the United Mine Workers of Illinois against 
a strike. 





Major Henry I. Higginson, of Lee, Higginson & Co., 
Col. W. B. Hallowell, Moorfield Storey, James Ford 
Rhodes and some others assailed the military and private 
record of Gen. B. F. Butler, former Governor of Massa- 
chusetts, at a hearing March 13 before a legislative com- 
mittee on the proposition to erect a statue of him on the 
State House grounds. Major Higginson said:. “All his 
failures and disgraces are matters of history. The war is 
over, and we are extending our hands to our Southern 
brothers. It’s an insult to our state, it’s an insult to 
the inhabitants of this country, it’s an insult to the old 
soldiers. I hope we shall have no more statues to sol- 
diers.” Mr. Rhodes endeavored to show that Butler 
used his position as a major general during the Civil 
War to feather his own nest. “In 1862,” he said, “when 
Butler went to New Orleans, he was worth $160,000. In 
1868 he was said to be worth $3,000,000.” 
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About twenty-seven per cent. of the apprentice sea- 
men recruited from the Southern states, according to 
an exhaustive investigation, conducted by Surg. J. F. 
Leys, at the Naval Training Station, at Newport, are 
atflicted with the hookworm. This is a_ surprisingly 
large percentage to be affected by the disease, when it 
is taken into consideration what great care is exercised 
in recruiting men for the Navy. The result of the in- 
vestigation will not be to dismiss any of the apprentices 
of the Navy, but they are all given the thymol treat- 
anent, which is a permanent and rapid cure for the 

isease. 
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The graduating exercises of the United States Naval 
Medical School took place Thursday, March 23, at 11 
a.m., in the auditorium of the scheol. The diplomas 
were presented to the class by Surg. Gen. Charles F. 
Stokes. Dr. Robert “Morris delivered the principal 
address and Med. Dir. H. G. Beyer, president of the 
school, addressed the class. Aside from the medical offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy, quite a number of doctors 
from civil life were present.

He was detailed 
as an inspector general Oct. 1, 1906; was assigned to the 
7th Cavalry May 3, 1907, and appointed a brigadier 
general Feb. 1, 1910.

Major Henry Hill Benham, U.S.A., retired, died of 
heart failure on March 21 at his home, No. 209 West 
Ninety-seventh street, New York city. He was born in 
New Bedford, Mass., on Feb. 22, 1858, the son of the 
late Bvt. Major Gen. Henry Washington Benham, U.S.A., 
and Elizabeth MacNeil. He was a cadet at the Military 
Academy from July 1, 1875, until Aug. 17, 1876, when 
he resigned. In September, 1879, he was appointed a 
second lieutenant in the Army, and was assigned to the 
2d Infantry, at Fort Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, where he per- 
formed detached service with Indian scouts and sharp- 
shooters. In 1884 he was transferred to the recruiting 
service at David’s Island, N.Y., where he was stationed 
until 1886, in which year he was appointed professor 
of military science at Union College, in Schenectady. 
During his residence in that city he was elected captain 
of the 37th Separate Company, now Company F, 2d 
Regt., N.G.N.Y. Major Benham served at the state 
camp at Peekskill in 1888. He was promoted to a first 
lieutenancy in the 2d U.S. Infantry June 15, 1889, and 
received the degree of bachelor of aris from Union Col- 
lege the same year. He was graduated from the In- 
fantry and Cavalry School in 1893, and was promoted 
to a captaincy on Feb. 1, 1898. In July, 1898, he was 
appointed chief ordnance officer of Volunteers, being 
mustered out in May, 1899. Major Benham became 
major in the 23d U.S. Infantry in 1902, and on March 
24, 1908, was placed on the retired list on account of 
disability. He was admitted as an attorney-at-law and 
counselor at Washington Territorial Rar in 1885, to the 
California Bar in 1886, and to the New York Bar two 
years later. He was a member of the Sons of the Ameri- 
ean Revolution and various military and social organi- 
zations. He is survived by his widow and his mother, 
now past ninety, and by a sister, the wife of Frederick 
Dielman, the well known artist and former president of 
the National Academy.

A correspondent sends the following additional notes 
of the career of Rear Admiral Joseph Trilley, U.S.N., 
retired, whose death at his residence in San Francisco, 
Cal., on March 6, was noted in our issue of March 11.- 
His first orders were to the U.S.S. Pawnee, which in 
the fall of 1860 joined the Gulf Squadron at Vera 
Cruz, returned to the United States in December, and 
at the breaking out of the Rebellion joined the North 
Atlantic Blockading Squadron. He took part in the fol- 
lowing engagements while attached to her: Fort Sumter, 
burning of the Norfolk Navy Yard, Aquia Creek and 
several other engagements on board, and in boat ex- 
pedition on the Potomac River; capture of the forts at 
Hatteras Inlet; capture of the forts at Hilton Head; 
capture of Fernandina, Fla., besides a number of en- 
gagements in Stono Inlet and other places, from Charles- 
ton to Fernandina, Fla. As second assistant engineer 
he was on the Monongahela, in July, 1862, which joined 
the West Gulf Blockading Squadron, and he took part 
in the following engagements: Port Hudson, Donaldson- 
ville, and constant fighting on the river, keeping com- 
munication open between New Orleans and Port Hud- 
son; conveyed Banks’s expedition to the Rio Grande; 
eapture of the forts on Mobile Bay. Admiral Trilley 
was promoted to chief engineer, 1873, but to take rank 
from 1871. Among his assignments was that of fleet 
engineer of the Asiatic Station, 1883-86; chief engineer 
of the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., 1888-91. He was 
married in Boston in 1869 to Miss Blanche Haynes, who 
survives him. Since his retirement Admiral illey 
spent his summers at Pacific Grove and his winters in 
San Francisco. “In the death of Admiral Trilley,” 
writes our correspondent, “the Navy loses one of its most 
distinguished officers. In war and in peace he was faith- 
ful and brave. In his private and public life he shed 
honor on the Service by the beauty of his character. He 
was always firm in the right and held to right convic- 
tions with all the force of his strong character. He was 
gentle and courteous in all his relations with his fellow- 
men, and all who knew him well held him in the highest 
regard. He was a devoted husband and loyal in his 
friendships. That he was a kind master was most touchingly 
shown by the presence of his old Chinese servant, Jim, 
who had lived in the family for fifteen years, among the 
mourners at the house and at the grave. Interment was 
at the National Cemetery, Presidio of San Francisco. 
The life of Admiral Trilley should be remembered by 
those who shall follow in the Service, ag illustrating 
the high courage that stands the test of war, and the 
true gentleness and courtesy that should ever be the pride 
of the Navy.”

The following regulations for camp sanitation are pub- 
lished for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

1. Chief Surgeon. The Chief Surgeon is charged with the 
general conduct and supervision of the Medical Department 
in the performance of its duties and will make such assign- 
ment of personnel and materiel as may be required. 

2. The Sanitary Inspector. The Sanitary Inspector is 
charged especially with the supervision of the sanitation of 
the camp. It is the duty of commanders to remedy defects 
reported to them by the inspector, in conformity with Sec. 
292, F.S.R. 

3. Water Supply. The camp water supply is pure and 
wholesome and no sterilization of drinking water is neces- 
sary. Precaution must be taken, however, to prevent sub- 
sequent contamination by keeping all containers scrupulously 


clean and protected from dust and other sources of infection. ° 


4. Regimental Surgeons. The senior medical officer of 
each command will make at least one inspection daily of the 
command to whieh attached and report any sanitary defects, 
with proper recommendations to remedy the same, to his 
comanding officer, who will immediately take the necessary 
steps for their correction, if within his authority. If beyond 
his facilities, or if considered impracticable, he will immedi- 
ately forward the report, with full remarks, for action of 


- higher authority. 


5. Disposal of Wastes. Organization commanders will 
be held responsible for the police of their respective camps. 
Each company or similar organization will construct in- 
cinerators as prescribed in Sec. 216. F.S.R.. for the dis- 


~ posal of all solid and liquid garbage of the organization, and 


no other disposition will be made of such wastes. Human 
waste wil] be disposed of in pits proyideg with latrine boxes

unless other provision has been made. Two urinal. cans 
will be placed in each company street at night. Latrine 
pits will be burned out and seats scrubbed daily; crude oil 
and straw or other material will be used. Urinal cans will 
be burned out daily and bottoms covered with milk of lime 
before being put in use. Defilement of the ground in or 
about the camp is absolutely prohibited. Manure will be 
hauled to a designated dumping ground and there burned 
with the aid of crude oil. Rock pit crematories will be used 
for disposal of general wastes of camp areas not under the 
jurisdiction of commanding officers. 

_ 6. Food and Drinks. No food, drinks or like commodi- 
ties will be sold in camp except in the authorized ex- 
changes. 

7. Sanitary Squads. Sanitary squads composed of medi- 
cal officers, non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
The Hospital Corps will be organized by the chief surgeon. 
The sanitary squad will supervise and assist in the disposal 
of camp wastes. Civilians employed as sanitary laborers will 
be employed by the Quartermaster’s Department and turned 
over to the Medical Department. The sanitary police officer 
will make requisition on the Chief Quartermaster for such 
transportation, labor or material as may be needed. When 
assigned to this service they will not be diverted to other 
uses except by order from these headquarters.

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ARMY PROMOTION AND ARMY PROSPECTS. 


We give on page 892 a correct statement of the pro- 
motions in the line of the Army, Cavalry, Artillery and 
Infantry, to result from the recent legislation of Con- 
gréss. As we said at the time, our previous state- 
ments were necessarily incomplete, and some of our read- 
ers have apparently failed to take note of the fact that 
some officers will be advanced over their seniors on the 
lineal list through the operation of the law providing 
for the readjustment of rank. Thus the lieutenant colo- 
nels of Cavalry to be promoted are numbers 1, 2, 3, 11, 
12, 18, 14; in the majors a skip is made from 21, Grier- 
son, to 26, Landis. The lieutenant colonels of Coast 
Artillery are to be promoted down to number 8, Harmon, 
and then 10, Hunter. The first ten lieutenant colonels 
of Infantry go up, and numbers 13, 16, 25, 31, 33 and 
34. This is according to the Army List and Directory 
for Feb. 20, 1911, the last one received. 

Before much can be done in the way of assigning 
officers to the National Guard it will be necessary for 
the War Department to solve all of the intricate prob- 
lems presented by the provision for the readjustment of 
promotions in the Army. The passage of this provision 
of the Army Appropriation bill in conjunction with the 
Extra Officers bill has created so many complications in 
the rank of officers affected that it will be six or seven 
months before the rank of all the officers in the Army 
can be finally determined. The situation is further compli- 
cated by the fact that there will be a hundred or so 
transfers resulting from promotions. An effort is being 
made to reduce the number of transfers to a minimum. 
This is not only done for the convenience of the officers, 
but with the view to saving transportation. To bring 
this about it will be necessary for the War Department 
to conduct an extended correspondence with the officers 
affected. Then the governors of the states will be con- 
sulted in detailing officers to the Militia. Naturally the 
officers of the National Guard have some ideas on this 
subject, and as far as possible an effort will be made to 
give each state its choice of the available Army officers. 
A large number of these requests are already on file at the 
War Department and it is apparent that it will require 
a great many transfers to comply with them. Taking 
every thing into consideration, the work of making all these 
details will consume something like two years. This 
does not mean that the states will be called upon to wait 
that long for instructors, for long before that time all of 
them will have some Army officers. 

In reply to the question of an infantry corre- 
spendent we would say that the Infantry will be al- 
lotted one major and twelve captains out of the thirty 
officers detailed to the Quartermaster’s Department. 

No proposition for an extension of the time of foreign 
service for the Army is under consideration at the War 
Department. There will be no occasion for a change 
of this character until troops are detailed for the de- 
fense of the Panama Canal and a number of things may 
happen which will make it unnecessary to increase the 
time for a tour of duty either in the Philippines or on the 
Canal Zone. Without any recommendation from the 
War Department, in all probability there will be a de- 
mand from Congress for an increase in the Army to take 
the place of the troops sent to Panama. The people of 
this country will scarcely favor a further reduction in 
the Army stationed at home. While the Militia in the 
suppression of riots is performing duty similar 
to that of the Army, it is doubtful whether 
it will be safe to materially reduce the strength of the 
Army in the States. 

Although there is no present prospect of the Army 
being called upon to participate in the Mexican trouble, 
if it should be it is apparent that it would scarcely form 
a respectable sized advance guard. The division now in 
Texas would not be any too large to maintain neutrality 
in the event of a general revolution in Mexico. Congress 
will not authorize an army large enough to engage in a war 
with even such a power as Mexico. The country will be 
compelled to depend upon the state Militia and Volun- 
teers. Still the Army should be large enough to hold 
back a foreign force until the Naticnal Guard and 
an army of Volunteers could be organized and trained 
for service. 

Aside from this the Army should be large enough to 
act as a model for the state Militia in practice and 
maneuvers. A further reduction of the force stationed 
in the United States by a large detail of the mobile army 
to Panama would seriously impede the effort that is now 
being made to develop the Militia. It would also deplete 
some very important posts of the troops that are sta- 
tioned there. Any movement in this direction would 
encounter Congressional opposition and create a demand 
for ah increase in the Army outside of the War Depart- 
ment. Strange as it may seem, the next movement for 
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an increase in'the Army will probably come from Con- 
gress, where any legislation of this character is usually 
met with bitter opposition.

IMPROVING THE CAVALRY HORSE. 

The first annual military horse show at Fort Myer, 
on March 20-21, was one of the most promising of the 
recent efforts put forth to give to the United States 
Army a better breed of horses for military uses. In 
the words of the official program’s foreword, the show 
was given by the officers of Fort Myer in the hope that 
it would “prove to be the inauguration of a yearly ex- 
hibition of what has and can be done in the way of de- 
veloping and training military mounts as furnished by 
our Government, and also show what manner of mounts 
are owned-by the officers of our Service.” 

That the quality of horses used in our Service is in- 
ferior to the mounts of the armies of Europe, as has 
been well said, is due not so much to our inability as 
breeders and handlers as it is to the lack of interest 
on the part of the general public since the advent of the 
motor car and the promulgation of anti-racing laws. It 
was inevitable that the stopping of racing that followed 
the crusade against betting should have a large effect 
upon the public interest in equine contests. It has been 
the misfortune of horse racing that betting attached 
itself to the sport, and, as the disposition has grown in 
these latter years to attend to the morals of the in- 
dividual through laws, it was natural that horse 
racing should attract the attention of reformers. The 
long connection of betting with racing seemed. to make 
gambling one of the chief elements in the contests, and 
when the anti-betting laws were passed the races them- 
selves ceased to attract. It is unfortunate that the 
sport of horse racing could not have been kept as clear 
of betting as the games of professional baseball. 

Such lack of public interest has not been conducive to 
legislation that would help in developing army mounts. 
The Army has been compelled to go to the public in 
general and take what was offered at the price. Breed- 
ers have not been encouraged to attempt to develop a 
horse of any particular type or standard of quality, and 
as a consequence the Army has suffered. With the 
change brought about since the establishing of our 
Mounted Service School in 1901 and the sending of our 
officers to the mounted schools of France and Germany, 
and the establishment of equitation classes in our mounted 
garrisons, the possibilities of equitation as a practical 
science in the Army have not only become apparent, but 
have been developed, it is believed, to the limit of possi- 
bilities with the material at hand. 

That the Army has proved its ability properly to 
handle and school its mounts so that even with its in- 
ferior bred stock, its horses compare favorably with 
those of European armies, has been shown conclusively 
at several horse shows in this country in the past year. 
Agitation for better mounts for the Army has been 
going on apace and several steps in the right direction 
have recently been taken, thanks to the generous pub- 
lic spirit of some prominent horse lovers.. In the ARMY 
AND NAvy JOURNAL of Feb. 18 and Feb. 25, pages 734 
and 760, respectively, were articles describing the inten- 
tions of Mr, August Belmont to give to the Army cele- 
brated thoroughbreds for the purpose of improving the 
breed of the American Cavalry horse. One of these 
horses, Henry of Navarre, is reputed. to be worth 
$30,000, and another, Octagon, is worth fully $20,000. 
The total value of the horses Mr. Belmont wishes to 
give to the Government is about $120,000. With such 
a start, and with the interest and enthusiasm which such 
displays as the show at Fort Myer are sure to quicken, 
the work of improving our Cavalry mounts should take 
on new life. ’ 

The officers of the mounted service of our Army who 
exhibited at the first annual military horse show desire 
to demonstrate what has been accomplished by the men 
of the Service, as well as the officers, in schooling stock 
for which no special claims of breeding are made. They 
wish the exhibition to be made the basis of further 
agitation for improved mounts, and they indulge the 
natural hope that succeeding shows will exhibit re- 
sults obtained with horses raised under the direction of 
the Government, the necessary expenses having been 
met with appropriations made by Congress tor that 
purpose.

A foretaste of the character of work to be done by 
the Army officers when they are assigned to the Na- 
tional Guard as instructors is being given to the state 
Militia of Massachusetts by Capt. M. E. Hanna, of the 
General Staff. At the request of the officers of the 
Massachusetts Militia last November, Captain Hanna 
organized a correspondence school, the course of which 
will come to a close in July. The central idea of the 
course of this school is to prepare the Massachusetts 
State Militia for the maneuver, which is to take place 
in the latter part of August, in which all of the Militia 
of the state will participate. The correspondence 
school is divided into three classes, one for the field 
ofieers, one for the company officers and the other for 
the non-commissioned officers. Each of these classes 
SolveS One map problem per month. These problems are 
prepared by Captain Hanna, who also sends forward 
their solution. Field officers submit their  solu- 
tion to Captain Hanna for criticism, and in 
the latter part of each month the Captain meets the 
field officers in Boston and reviews the ‘work of the 


month. These reviews have developed into a sort of 
informal discussion of war games and maneuvers in 
general. At these meetings are also explained the 
problems intended for company officers and non-com- 
missioned classes. The solutions submitted by the com- 
pany officers are in writing and are criticized by their 
field officers. The solutions of non-commissoned offi- 
cers are all made verbally in conference with their 
company officers. All of this work is so shaped as to 
form the best possible preparations for the maneuvers 
which are to take place this summer. Field anu com- 
pany officers will attend the camp of instruction in 
July, which is intended to be a sort of commencement 
exercises for the correspondence school. To this camp 
instruction will be detailed a number of other Army 
officers, who will assist in elaborating the course pursued 
in their correspondence school. The final trial 
of the course will be in the maneuvers, in which five 
regiments of Infantry, two corps of cadets, three bat- 
teries of Artillery, one squadron of Cavalry, company 
of Signal Corps, ambulance company and field hospital 
will participate. hese troops will be divided into two 
forces, which will be pitted against each other in a 
movement which will require about one week to carry 
through to its end. The maneuver will take place in 
the northeastern corner of Massachusetts. No Regular 
troops will participate, but Army officers will be de- 
tailed as inspectors, instructors and act as umpires. 

The survey on the Yosemite (formerly the Ingalls), 
the mother boat for submarines, has been completed. 
It calls for an expenditure of $155,000. When the work 
is completed the former Army transport will be con- 
verted into a floating machine shop and storehouse. In 
addition to being equipped with almost enough machinery 
to rebuild a submarine, the Yosemite will contain large 
fuel tanks and storerooms for submarine material. The 
quarters on the Yosemite will be enlarged so that the 
crews of the submarines can sleep abeard the ship. Ex- 
cepting when in action, the'crews will not be kept upon 
the submarines. It has been found that it is almost 
impossible to operate submarines without a mother boat. 
Under the authorization of the last Naval Appropria- 
tion act another submarine tender is to be built. Pre- 
liminary plans have already been prepared, but it has 
not yet been decided just what armor and armament, if 
any, are to be provided for the new ship. The opinion 
in the Navy Department is that the tender should be a 
non-combatant. She will not be called on to go to sea ex- 
cept to make a trip from one port to another along the 
coast, and then she could be protected by battleships or 
armored cruisers. Neither would it be necessary for 
her to have much speed. The speed of an Army trans- 
port, in the opinion of some of the officers of the De- 
partment, would be more than sufficient. The belief 
is expressed that the $500,000 appropriated for the ship 
should be expended in making commodious quarters for 
the crews of the submarines and large machine shops 
and storehouses. 
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When the new Cavalry equipment is given a service 
test by the 5th Cavalry, some time in May, an experi- 
ment will be conducted which may result in the adoption 
of a new regulation wagon. Officers in the Quarter- 
master’s Department for years have been dissatisfied with 
the present style of wagon, but have been unable to agree 
upon any material change in its construction. To de- 
termine the merits of three types of wagons three experi- 
mental wagons will be built by three large manufac- 
turers. They will be heavily laden and drawn after the 
6th Cavalry on its long march of about 400 miles across 
the country over all sorts of roads. Two of the wagons 
will be of the cutunder construction, something like the 
modern trucks used in cities, while the other one will be 
an improved pattern of the present Service wagon. One 
of the cutunder wagons will have heavy springs. It is 
admitted that the cutunder wagon has important ad- 
vantages for the Service. Tongues and reaches are be- 





ing continually broken by the unruly mule teams. There - 


are so many accidents of this character that it is 
necessary to carry an extra tongue and reach on the 
regulation wagon. It would not be necessary to carry 
an extra reach on the cutunder wagon, as it does not 
have a reach, and it is possible that an extra tongue could 
be dispensed with. Some of the officers in the Quarter- 
master’s Department believe that a spring wagon of 
proper construction could stand the service. If it could 
it would add much to the comfort of those who are 
compelled to ride on the regulation wagon.

As the result of the policy so far pursued by the 
Democratic members of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, Representative William Sulzer, of New York, will 
be selected as chairman of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs. The committee which selects all of 
the chairmen for the next House is designating the 
senior Democratic members as chairmen of the commit- 
tees to which they belong. It began by selecting Repre- 
sentative Fitzgerald, senior Democratic member, as 
chairman of the Committee on Appropriations. There 
was bitter opposition to Mr. Fitzgerald from the so- 
called progressive element of the party, which lined up 
in support of Burleson, of Texas. But Mr. Fitzgerald 
won, as did Representative Adamson, who has been 
chosen to head the Committee on Interstate and Foreign 
Commerce. Despite this the friends of Representative 
Hay, of Virginia, who are urging him for the chairman- 











ship of the Military Affairs Committee, have not given 
up hope. They are still confident that Mr. Sulzer, who 
is the senior Democratic member on the committee, will 
be brushed aside and Mr. Hay selected. However, the 
supporters of Mr. Sulzer do not believe that the Com- 
mittee on Committees can afford to make an exception 
of Mr. Sulzer if it continues to apply the rule of senior- 
ity. The contest will not be ended until the conclusion 
of the Democratic caucus, and it is possible that an 
effort will be made on'the floor of the House to reject 
the report of the Committee on Ways and Means when 
it submits its list of committee appointments.

At the beginning of every session the announcement 
is made that a general investigation of the Departments 
is to be conducted by the Committees on Expenditures. 
In the House there are committees on the expenditures 
on every department. These committees are supposed 
to conduct investigations of the expenditures of the 
different departments, but so far nothing of this char- 
acter has yet taken place. Clerks are appointed to these 
committees and a sufficient organization is provided for 
annual investigations. If these expenditure committees 
conduct the investigations in the extra session, which 
it is announced they will, it will break all precedents. 
Still the Democratic leaders insist that such investiga- 
tions are to be conducted. No fear is entertained either 
at the War or Navy Department of the outcome. The 
only result will be to increase the work and interfere 
with the duties of bureau chiefs and clerks. 





After he had packed his trunk and made his reser- 
vation for the trip, the order detailing Capt. Johnson 
Hagood, of the General Staff, to serve in the Maneu- 
ver Division was suspended. Now Captain Hagood 
does not know whether he will see any service with 
the Maneuver Division. It is understood that the Sec- 
retary of War did not think that it was wise to send 
Captain Hagood to Texas while Congress was in ses- 
sion. While it is not thought that the War Depart- 
ment will ask any new legislation during the extra ses- 
sion, it is possble that Congress may ask the War De- 
partment for some information, as it usually does dur- 
ing the session, and Captain Hagood will be depended 
on to assist in the preparation of such reports. 





The orders directing the 13th Infantry to relieve the 
7th in the Philippines have been suspended, pending 
the maneuvers. It has not been decided to suspend any 
of the other orders for a change in the stations of com- 
mands between this country and the Philippines, but it 
is possible that those that are effective in May may 
be suspended. Unless it is decided to keep the Ma- 
neuver Division in Texas more than three months, it 
is not thought that any of the organizations in the 
division will be disturbed. If the troops are kept there 
for a longer time the commands due to go to the Phil- 
ippines will be relieved by other troops so as to allow 
them to go to the islands. 








Baron Uchida, the Japanese Ambassador, has joined 
President Taft in a contradiction of the reports that 
the movement to the Mexican border was designed as a 
military demonstration agninst Japan because of an al- 
leged secret treaty by which Mexico had ceded to Japan 
a nayal base upon her territory. Baron Uchida de- 
clared emphatically that there is no secret treaty be- 
tween Japan and Mexico and there has been none. 
The only treaty between his government and Mexico was 
the commercial treaty negotiated in 1888, and he added 
that this was not to be abrogated. 





The War Department has. decided to ask the Okla- 
homa Legislature to pass an act granting exclusive 
jurisdiction over the Fort Sill reservation to the gen- 
eral Government. From reports received from the com- 
manding officer considerable uifficulty is being experi- 
enced in administering affairs of the post because in 
the admission of Oklahoma, the Enabling Act failed to 
grant jurisdiction to the War Department over the res- 
ervation. In all of the reservations the jurisdiction is 
vested in the War Department. 


The Quartermaster’s Department has forwarded to 
the Maneuver Division ‘about 800 remounts. Four 
hundred horses are to go to the 11th Cavalry, which is 
to be recruited to war strength. The rest of the 
horses will be sent to the Artillery and different corps 
of the division. The Department has purchased 650 of 
these mounts under contract in the open market, paying 
an average of about $185 for Cavalry horses and $215 
for Artillery. About 200 will be sent from the re- 
mount stations. 











The General Staff report that their appropriation will 
admit of sending 1,000 N.G. officers to the maneuvers. To 
San Diego 35 will be sent, at first, from Arizona, Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Montana, New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, 
Washington and Wyoming; to San Antonio 200 from 
other states, to be distributed to Infantry, 147; Cavalry, 
10; Field Artillery, 13; Engineers, 4; Signal Corps, 4; 
Medical Corps, 22.

TEXAS MANEUVER DIVISION. 


General orders were issued March 17 to govern the 
maneuvers, They include target practice for the re- 
cruits, practice marches by regiment, brigade and, ulti- 
mately, by divison, for the purpose of showing the effi- 
ciency and fitness, or the contrary, of the force as a 
moving and fighting machine. The multiplication of 
orders is to be avoided and all red tape is to be cut out. 
Reveille will be called at 5:50 o’clock, assembly at 6 
a.m., tattoo at 8 p.m. and taps at 10 p.m, Within these 
limits brigade commanders will regulate calls for the 
respective brigades. ; 

The first regimental “hike” of the mobilized troops at 
Fort Sam Houston was made when the 9th and 11th 
Cavalry went on a practice march. The 11th started at 
6 o'clock and the 9th left half an hour later, both. re- 
turning at noon. 

The First Brigade, composed of the 11th, 15th and 
18th Infantry, 118 officers and 2,238 men, under Brig. 
Gen, Frederick A. Smith, left Fort Sam Houston March 
22 to march to the government target range reservation 
at Leon Springs. A Herald despatch reports that the 
mud was ankle deep and the men in a feverish condition 
after vaccination with anti-typhoid serum, so that the 
first day’s march was very trying, some of the men fall- 
ing out and being picked up by the Hospital Corps 
wagons, others halting for a rest. About sixty 
wagons carried the brigade’s impedimenta, consisting 
chiefly of rations. A section of the field battery also 
joined the column, and so did the hospital establishment 
and machine-gun platoons.” 

The following order is unique in its way as we have 
no recollection of seeing the Regular regiments brig- 
aded before. The brigades were to march out to Leon 
Springs, about twenty-five miles; two days out, two 
days back and three days there. During this time the 
brigade will be exercised in suitable field problems. 
Paper work being reduced to the minimum few orders 
are issued. 





.O. 3, MARCH 21, 1911. 
Headquarters First Brigade, Maneuver Division, 
San Antonio, Texas. 

I. The First Brigade will proceed, on the 22d inst., by 
marching, to Leon Springs, equipped for the field. Only the 
normal campaign allowance ef baggage and tentage for the 
field as prescribed in Par. 231, Field Service Regulations, will 
be taken. Rations to include breakfast of the 28th inst. will 
be taken by each regiment, except fresh bread and fresh beef, 
which will be shipped by rail. Two days’ haversack rations 
will be taken, one to be used marching out and one for the 
return march. 

The tentage and any impedimenta of the permanent camp 
will be left standing in the present camps and the services of 
the band of each regiment will be utilized in guarding same. 
One officer in charge of recruits, the necessary instructors, 
and only such other men, other than the bands, will be left 
behind as are actually necessary to properly protect the camp 
during the temporary absence of the brigade. 

II. Capt. J. S. Battle, Adjutant 11th Inf., will have general 
charge of the field trains, which will be assembled and march 
in rear of the brigade. 

By command of Brigadier General Smith:

General Duncan reported March 22 that he had or- 
dered the 3d Cavalry to go to the protection of the 
settlements in the vicinity of the Chisos mines, where 
the settlers in the neighborhood were reported to be 
terrorized by a threatened invasion of Mexican cattle 
rustlers and insurrectionists who had been taking cattle 
from the United States and driving them across the Rio 
Grande into Mexico. 

The troops at Fort Crockett, Texas, were drowned 
out on Sunday, March 19, when a heavy rainstorm, the 
first in several weeks, occurred. Unfortunately it came 
before the newly arrived troops could get their tents up 
and they were soaked under their dog tents, which were 
rendered practically uninhabitable. “We had a pretty 
tough night of it,” remarked one of the soldiers, “but it 
was not nearly so bad as those eight days aboard the 
transport.” It seemed that the discomforts of the voy- 
age were due more to overcrowding than rough weather, 
although a heavy sea was encountered the third day out. 
Rail room was lacking more than anything else, accord- 
ing to all reports, many of the best soldiers showing 
themselves to be the poorest sailors by hanging over the 
side most of the time. 

Fort Crockett reservation is about half a mile square 
and is west of the city, on the Gulf front. There has 
been no garrison there since the storm of September, 
1900, but the Government has been constructing fine con- 
crete barracks. Several of the buildings are ready to be 
occupied. The grade of the reservation has been raised 
to the level of the concrete wall put up since the storm 
to defy the sea. Three guns and mortar batteries line 
the water front. Thirty-six companies of Coast Artillery 
are being gradually worked into shape as infantry. 
From San Antonio there is an endless stream of visitors 
to camp. Rich and poor they came on foot or in all 
sorts of conveyances ranging from a high-powered French 
car down to a primitive two-wheeled cart drawn by a 
diminutive and humble burro. 

A telegram received from General Garlington, Gal- 
veston, Texas, says that the transports reached there at 
3 p.m. March 18 after an uneventful voyage. A letter 
received from General Carter, commanding Maneuver 
Division, San Antonio, Texas, says that the whole move- 
ment to San Antonio has produced nothing but satis- 
faction, so far as the detraining and going into camp is 
concerned. The Quartermaster’s end of the situation 
was well handled. Many of the mistakes of 1898, still 
fresh in the minds of officers at San Antonio, are being 
avoided. General Carter states that the value of ma- 
neuver camps during the past few years is very evident 
in the conduct of all officers at San Antonio. The 
Maneuver Division and the Independent Cavalry Brigade 
arrived and went into camp with as little turmoil and 
confusion as would ordinarily occur with a few bat- 
talions. The routine of camp is already systematized. 
Sanitary arrangements are rapidly being completed. The 
baths of vacant quarters are being used by the command 
pending the laying of water pipes and the establishment 
of temporary bathing facilities. ‘The weather is fine 
and practice marches have already begun and the men 
are being hardened thereby. Advantage is being taken 
in practice marches to give the men as much field in- 
struction as possible. The field bakery is in operation 
and General Carter says it is one of the most perfect 
military adjuncts he has ever seen. General Carter ap- 
pears to be highly pleased with the organization and 
equipment. 

There were 102 sick soldiers in the division field hos- 
pital March 20, a large proportion of them recruits. 
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There have been only two deaths, one by drowning and 
the other resulting from the kick of a mule. Four large 
field hospitals have been established. Orders making 
typhoid inoculation compulsory have been issued. Gen- 
eral Mills set the example by submitting himself to the 
inoculation. 

Galveston has thrown open her arms to the visitors 
end both the soldiers and sailors speak of the fine treat- 
ment they have received. The men have been conduct- 
ing themselves well and have given the police and the 
provost guard little trouble. 


PRESIDENT TAFT TAKES CHARGE. 

The return of President Taft to Washington has 
altered the situation somewhat, as the President is de- 
voting his personal attention to the maneuvers. General 
Carter has been ordered to notify the War Department 
of every movement of the troops in advance of the time 
when such movement is to be made. 

The Secretary of War announced that in the future 
the maneuvers would be carried out strictly accord- 
ing to a schedule published in advance from Washing- 
ton, so that the public would have information as to just 
what was being done, just where each regiment or com- 
pany was going, how long it was to stay and when it 
would return. By this means the Administration plans 
to meet halfway the sensational reports that each move- 
ment of troops means an advance toward the border. 

The troops will be in Texas when Congress meets in 
April. If the revolution in Mexico grows and American 
interests are threatened Congress will have an army of 
20,000 men within easy moving distance of the trouble. 
If Congress feels that the lives and property of Ameri- 
cans in Mexico are in danger and interference is neces- 
sary the President will follow its will. Until Congress 
gives the word, though, there will be no movement of 
troops at the President’s direction except on the Ameri- 
ean side of the Rio Grande. 

In reply to the rumors that Japan is colonizing in 
Mexico, General Reyes, of the Mexican army, said: “The 
talk of an alliance between Japan and Mexico, as opposed 
to the United States, is simply absurd. It has doubtless 
resulted from the fact that there is an old agreement 
whereby, in 1908, Japanese emigrants were allowed to 
land in Mexico for agricultural work.” 

In reply to a tender of services by Capt. William Barr, 
of the Confederate Grays, of Fort Worth, Texas, Secre- 
tary of War Dickinson emphasized the peaceful inten- 
tions of the Government. He said: “The attitude of the 
President in regard to peace and peace movements is such 
that he will not permit, so far as he can prevent, our 
Government to become involved in hostilities with any 
other government. It is nevertheless gratifying to have 
this manifestation of patriotism from Confederate vet- 
erans. This, however, was not needed to convince me 
that the United States would have no more loyal sup- 
porters than the people of the South in any crisis in- 
volving the welfare of our common country.” 

Mr. Lincoln C. Cummings, honorary vice-president of 
the Navy League, who hag returned from the Mexican 
frontier, is reported as saying: “The United States is 
evidently not to be caught napping, nor are we so unpre- 
pared as many critics have averred. Every citizen will 
appreciate the prompt wisdom of President Taft in his 
mobilization of all available forces, and will doubtless 
soon discover good and sufficient reasons therefor as the 
matter is further developed. Many Americans believe 
that if emphasis is needed to teach Japan and all other 
foreign countries to keep hands off Mexico and Lower 
California that this movement is none too emphatic. No 
one but the authorities in Washington are probably in- 
formed correctly regarding concessions—made or pro- 
posed—to Japan in Mexico and Tower California, but if 
Japan has been granted any privileges which are antago- 
nistic to the Monroe Doctrine they are, and should be, 
openly recognized by Americans as_ unfriendly and 
menacing. The way to conquer conditions is to meet 
them. Conditions must be seen in order to intelligently 
meet and conquer them. I stand for peace first, last 
and always, and in any event, and as the lesson of events, 
I believe it to be incumbent upon us, for national protec- 
tion (and this should become the determined policy of 
the United States) to assume a protectorate, at least, 
over Lower California and outlying provinces; if. they 
should not be occupied and annexed to the United States 
against any and all comers at whatever cost and in the 
broad interest of peace and safety.” 

Most of the soldiers had, on the 12th, their first view 
of an aeroplane flight when Parmelee took three spins 
above the camp. His longest flight was fifteen minutes. 
He flew over every camp in the division, volplaned, figure- 
eighted and did the spiral glide before Major General 
Carter’s headquarters. The General and his staff were 
as intensely interested in the performance as any 
“rookey” on the ground. 

Scores of Mexican soldiers come to the opposite river 
bank to look across at the United States troops. It was 
a typical frontier scene, where the army of one nation 
might exchange salutes with that of another, while each 
remained on its own soil. Major Von Herwerth, of the 
German army, Military Attaché at Washington, was the 
first of the foreigners to arrive. Dr. Georg Bartheime, 
staff correspondent of the Cologne Gazette, is also on 
the ground. It is understood France, Italy, Great 
Britain, Holland, Sweden and Russia will be represented. 


DELAYS IN RAILROAD TRANSPORTATION. 


The orders on the concentration of the Maneuver Divi- 
sion at San Antonio show clearly that the railroads were 
not prepared to move such a large body of troops. The 
fastest rate made by the railroads for any command 
was twenty-eight miles per hour, while three of the com- 
mands, those from Fort Mackenzie, Fort D. A. Russell 
and Fort Leavenworth, traveled about fifteen miles 
per hour. The orders for the movement of troops were 
issued from the War Department on the afternoon of 
March 6, 1911. Although all of the commands were 
ready to move within five or six hours, none of them was 
able to get aboard its train inside of eighteen hours, 
while it was 115 hours before the 4th Artillery of Fort 
D. A. Russell was on the train. The first organization 
to reach San Antonio was the 7th Infantry, and the last 
was the 4th Field Artillery. The hours following the 
receipt of orders before the troops were aboard trains at 
the different posts were as follows: Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Ind., 18: McPherson, Ga., 27; Snelling, Minn., 
56; Leavenworth, Kas., 40: Mackenzie, Wyo., 38; Doug- 
las, Utah, 28; D. A. Russell, Wyo., 70; Oglethorpe, Ga., 
88; D. A. Russell, Wyo., 108; Leavenworth, Kas., 45; 
PD. A. Russell, Wyo., 82; D. A. Russell, Wiyo., 1{5; 
Myer, Va., 60. 

So far as is known at the present time the great doJay 
experienced in getting aboard trains at Fort D. A. Rus- 
sell was due to the inability of the railroads to get 
transportation to that point. The 17th Infantry was in 
camp under canvas at nine a.m., March 10; that is, 
three and one-half days after it received its orders. The 
last to reach San Antonio was the 4th Field Artillery, 
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which arrived four p.m., March 16, ten days after the 
order for concentration. Troops arrived at San An- 
tonio in the following order: 17th Inf., McPherson, Ga. ; 
Jith Cay., Oglethorpe, Ga.; 13th Inf., Leavenworth, 
Kas.; 15th Inf., Douglas, Utah; 10th Inf., Benjamin

A railroad: official is quoted in the San Antonio Ex- 
press as saying: “This movement of troops has shown 
the necessity of the Army being better prepared for such 
movements. Most of the delay has been caused by Army 
officers. In one instance an officer ordered a train run 
back to a hotel, refusing to walk to the depot. Another 
officer held a train three-quarters of an hour to get a 
pot of hot coffee. In loading, the wheels and caissons 
of cannon came on different sections. All this was the 
fault of the Army and not the railroads. Of course, it 
was a new experience to the recruits and young officers, 
to whom this class of work is entrusted. They will learn 
by experience.” The facts given above sufficiently an- 
swer this statement. 

PERSONAL NOTES FROM SAN ANTONIO. 

Says the San Antonio Express: “As an example of the 
versatility of an Army officer, Major George W. Martin 
beats every other man in the aggregation of military 
men now mobilized at Fort Sam Houston. He knows 
all about guns, powder and the handling of men, and also 
withstood the combined attacks of two newspaper men, 
an automobile, a newspaper woman and two society 
girls. Politeness personified, chivalrous and ready to 
talk, the Major gave the impression that words were 
given us to conceal our thoughts. Lieut. Henry C. 
Pratt, 4th Cav., who is here as a special aid to Major 
General Carter, has one of those enviable jobs the initi- 
ated believe afford a great deal of diversion. In _ the 
course of every-day events Lieutenant Pratt is an aid to 
President Taft. Besides being a cousin of Mrs. 
Augustine McIntyre, Lieutenant Pratt is one of the 
really good-looking fellows in the Army. Be it said, in 
passing, his good looks do not intefere with his general 
common sense.” 

The San Antonio Light of March 12 said: ‘“Notwith- 
standing the immense amount of work that has devolved 
on Brig. Gen. J. W. Duncan since the order was received 
to prepare for an army of 20,000 soldiers descending 
on San Antonio, and in spite of the fact that he has 
labored both day and night in solving the multitudinous 
problems that arose, his affability has only seemed to 
have been increased by the heavy responsibilities. Not 
once has he shown the slightest sign of irritation that 
often marks other men under great strain. General Dun- 
ean is one of the most picturesque of the many notable 
officers now in San Antonio. The sight of him gallop- 
ing swiftly on his great black charger from department 
headquarters to the field and back has become a familiar 
one, and his appearance is welcomed by both officers and 
men. He fairly radiates activity and energy, and in- 
spires the same feeling in all those whom he encounters. 
Col. John T. Van Orsdale is not very large when it comes 
to feet and inches and avoirdupois, but nevertheless ‘he’s 
all there.’ A quiet, slender man he ifs, and a soldier 
through and through. He has seen some forty years of 
service in the Army of the United States, and is beloved 
and respected by every man in the 17th Infantry. He 
was highly gratified to think that his regiment was the 
first to reach the scene of activities, but showed his 
pleasure in‘no other way than by getting his camp estab- 
lished in model order and assisting in every possible 
manner in the pitching of the tents of others.” 
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THE FORT MYER HORSE SHOW. 


The riding hall at Fort Myer, Va., was thronged with 
prominent persons on March 21, when the first military 
horse show given by the officers of the post was opened 
for the public. The program called for two days’ events, 
March 20-21, but the first day was given over to judging 
for conformation and the elimination trials of twenty- 
two officers’ charges. About 150 animals were inspected 
that day, with only the judges and a few Army officers 
and horsemen present, In the elimination tests the class 
of nineteen officers’ chargers was reduced to nine. Those 
eliminated were Jacquin, Lieut.

High-stepping about the tanbark, 
seemingly as young as any of his. competitors, Jacquin, 
Lieutenant Colonel Treat’s twenty-year-old blue ribbon 
winner, was one of the features of the show. Especially 
was the old horse watched by the horsemen present who 
knew his age and record. Lieut. Adna R. Chaffee, jr., 
whose riding was one of the features of the show, was 
one of those who admired the old horse. “I can remem- 
ber that horse winning a blue ribbon when I was six 
years old,” said Lieutenant Chaffee, who won the cham- 
pionship in the saddle and Cavalry event at the Chicago 
Horse Show last year with Jacquin. In the jumping 
classes, where were entered the best of the jumping 
horses belonging to the officers at the fort, the old horse 
came near winning over Major Henry ‘I. Allen’s Regent.

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FIRING ON THE OLD BATTLESHIP TEXAS. 


The experimental firing on the old battleship Texas, 
renamed the San Marcos, with the guns of the battleship 
New Hampshire, began in the Lower Chesapeake Bay 
on March 21, Twenty volleys were fired that day from 
the eight and twelve inch guns of the New Hampshire. 
The firing took place at ranges varying from five to 
seven and one-half miles. The day was clear and ideal 
for the test. ‘The New Hampshire, followed by the 
Mississippi, steamed slowly north and south in front of 
the other eleven battleships, whose columns stretched 
about two miles. The firing began at twenty minutes to 
seven and lasted throughout the day, the last volley 
being fired at half-past six. As each broadside reached 
its mark a cloud of dust and debris would rise into the 
air. The San Marcos began to list heavily to port by 
noon and seemed to be resting on the bottom, As a rule 
each volley or salvo consisted of four twelve-inch and 
four eight-inch shots. The New Hampshire was espe- 
cially fitted with two extra crow’s-nests on the two fire 
control masts. These were to accommodate the five 
young officers from each battleship, or fifty-five in all, 
assigned to the New Hampshire for spotting duty. After 
they plotted out the firings the U.S.S. Des Moines, the 
observers’ ship, sent back the results by wireless. On 
board the San Marcos experiments were made with col- 
lision mats. The old craft presented a very businesslike 
look just before the firing with her cleared decks, steam 
up and guns mounted... If any of the men who fought on 
her in the Cuban War saw her they would have had 
something less than real blood in their veins if they had 
not felt a bit sorry for the old “Bulldog of Santiago,” 
as she lay there awaiting her fate, an unheroic doom in 
the mud of the Chesapeake. During the height of the 
firing the Third Submarine Division, under command of 
Lieut. Donald C. Bingham, and consisting of the Gray- 
ling, Bonita, Narwhal, Salmon, Snapper, Stingray and 
Tarpon, arrived and maneuvered in the vicinity of the 
vessels at the San Marcos end of the range. The sub- 
marines attracted’ much attention despite the great in- 
terest in the tests on the old Texas. Lieutenant Bing- 
ham on the flagship Grayling cleared his decks near the 
Dolphin. and. gave an exhibition in diving, one of the 
most interested spectators being Secretary of the Navy 


Meyer. After the sixteenth and the final twentieth salvo 


Mr. Meyer, who had remained over night on the Dolphin, 
and several of his party went out to the San Marcos, 
as did the inspection board and other officers on board 
two Navy tugs. 

Among the experts detailed by the Navy Department 
to observe and report upon the tests were Capt. F. F. 
Fletcher, aid for material; Prof. P. R. Alger, member 
special ordnance board; Chief Constr. R. M. Watt, 
Comdr. Joseph Strauss, Comdr. V. O, Chase, Comdr. 
W. D. MacDougall, and Lieut. Comdr. J. K. Robison, 
Lieut. Comdr. R. B. Hasbrouck, Lieut. Comdr, O. P. 
Jackson, Lieut. E. S. Jackson, Lieut. Robert Hender- 
son and Lieut. N. H. Wright. The tests were in charge 
of Comdr. John H. Dayton. Among the Army officers 
witnessing the tests were Brig. Gen. William Crozier, 
chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, and Lieut. Col. E. B. 
Babbitt, Ordnance Dept. In Mr. Meyer’s party were 
Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, aid for operations; 
Capt. Philip Andrews, aid to the Secretary, and Repre- 
sentatives Roberts, of Massachusetts, and Loud, of 
Michigan. 

Mr. Meyer went to the San Marcos before the shooting 
began and inspected the vessel to note the completeness 
of the tests. He gave minute attention to the prepara- 
tions made to gauge thoroughly the effect of the shells 
and to the arrangement, or layout, of the range finders. 
These were placed in two or three places, such as the 
turrets and the bridge, so that the effect of the various 
shots, principally the explosive ones, on these delicate 
and most important instruments, could be learned upon 
inspection after the different salvos. The representa- 
tives of the press were kept on board the torpedoboat 
Stringham about 2,000 yards from the target ship, and 
they were informed in a letter delivered to each reporter 
that the Department did not desire to have any technical 
data given out as to the results of spotting practice, the 
damage sustained or the effect of the high explosive 
projectiles. The newspaper men were informed that “it 
was not the object of the firing to hit the vessel at every 
salvo, but to give the spotters practice in determining 
the fall of the projectiles and in removing the mean 
point of impact from one point to another with regard 
to the target, correcting each salvo by the one that has 
gone before.” The letter also called attention to the 
fact that the firing was being done with guns that had 
been long in service. Special care had been taken to 
prevent the San Marcos from sinking out of sight, and 
pee gg anchored in only about twenty-six feet of water. 
water. 

Firing was continued on March 22 and at the close of 
the volleys the San Marcos lay deep in the mud, with 
the water halfway between the gun and berth decks. 

e of the masts was cut about halfway between the 
deck and the fighting top and the other mast was rid- 
dled. The principal damage inflicted in the second day’s 
firing was the demolition of the conning tower or battle 
command station, the side of which was blown out. All 
the fire control and other fittings which centered in the 
conning tower were transformed into a twisted mass of 
steel, Along both sides were large rents in the armor. 
One shell went elear through the old battleship, tearing 
a path about two feet wide. The dummies representing 
sailors in the fighting top were unscathed, owing to the 
fact that the gun pointers had been ordered to confine 
their fire to the hulls and the turrets. A raging fire in- 
side, caused by an explosive shell, made it impossible 
after the first day’s firing for the observers to below 
the main deck. The ordnance test was highly satisfactory 
to the Department officers. It was said that the damage 
done in the two days could all have been inflicted in 
fifteen minutes if all the shots had been fired with the 
intention of making hits instead of providing practice 
for the spotters. The terrific damage is ascribed to the 
the armor-piercing shells containing high explosive, ig- 
nited by a delayed action fuse. 

In a statement issued by the Secretary of the Navy 
we are told that the firing has conclusively proved that 
our system of training is the best, showing the ac- 
curacy of fire and the destructive character ot our pro- 
jectiles. The immense value of our long range firing 
has been shown. In one salvo four 12-inch projectiles 
fell in a bunch, all°of them striking ihe ship and creat- 
ing dreadful havoc. The New Hampshire had no 
trouble in placing the shots at from ten to twelve 
thousand yards at just the point desired. All the man- 
nikins, representing crews, were dreadfully cut to 
pieces, and the fumes and fire would have destroyed 
every living thing. The bulkheads in places were like 
sieves and all of the compartments below were com- 
pletely riddled. The underwater hits, of which there - 
were a great many, did the most damage. At 12,000: 
yards some of the projectiles went through the heaviest 
armor and continued “their work of destruction inside 
the ship. The Secretary concludes: “The upper works 
were absolutely riddled. There was not a single hal- 
yard or a means of communication left. The chart 
house was a mass of splinters after the first projectile, 
and the decks were cut through as if an enormous pair 
of shears had done the work. One or two salvos from 
any one of our Dreadnoughts will accomplish the same 
destruction. Of the salvos which were actually direct- 
ed at the target, the percentage of hits at that great 
range were far beyond expectatisns. The spotters 
have for the first time gained the necessary informa- 
tion, which cannot be learned by firing against anything 
but a real vessel. Their estimates of the distances over 
and short, of such salvos as the fleet gunnery officer in- 
tentionally placed hundreds of yards away from the 
target were remarkable for their accuracy, even though 
at certain times during the firing the mirage and other 
unfavorable light conditions might well have confused 
them had they not been so expert through the system 
of preliminary training adopted. This has, in my opin- 
ion, been the most valuable experiment and instruction 
we have ever had, and it gives us great confidence in 
our new ship designs, in our system of training, and, 
more than all, in the results obtained from the intelli- 
gent enthusiasm of the personnel.”

COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 


The Comptroller decides, in the case of Robert H. 
Rudolph, that a clerk in the pay department of the Ma- 
rine Corps is an officer of the Marine Corps, within the 
meaning of the Act of June 10, 1896, authorizing the al- 
lotment of pay. This being a beneficial statue, it should 
not be construed technically, but in a fair and liberal 
spirit. 

It is decided that the checkage of one ration a day 
made for the benefit of the hospital fund by Pay Officer 
Grant against the account of Ensign BE. C. Williams, 
U.S.N., while he was in the hospital at Las Palmas, 
Grand Canary Island, “was proper and in accordance 
with law and practice.” 

On the representation that a torpedo wharf is an in- 
dispensable part of the mine defense structures at Fort 
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Armstrong, Honolulu Harbor, the Comptroller allows it 
to be paid for out of the appropriation, “Fortifications in 
Insular Possessions.” 

A chief clerk of the general storekeeper of a navy yard 
holds this appointment until it is revoked by the appoint- 
ment of a successor or otherwise. It is not necessary 
that he should be reappointed by each succeeding gen- 
eral storekeeper.

THE ATLANTIC FLEET. 

The Battleship Fleet anchored at Hampton Roads 
March 17, after an absence of six months, 

Prior to leaving Guantanamo Bay March 13 Rear 
Admiral Seaton Schoeder sent ashore 700 Marines, aug- 
mented later by regiments from the Prairie and Dixie, 
all under Col. L. W. T. Waller, U.S.M.C. Rear Ad- 
miral Schroeder then turned over the command in West 
Indian waters to Rear Admiral Staunton, who imme- 
diately started the Marines through a course of rifle 
practice and practice marches. The fleet struck the 
first cold weather in twelve months on March 14 and 
ran into a heavy northerly gale March 16 south of Cape 
Hatteras. 

“Headed by the Connecticut, flagship of Rear Ad- 
miral Schroeder,” says the Herald correspondent, “the 
battleships rounded Thimble Shoal in single column, 500 
yards apart, at twelve knots speed. Opposite the fort 
a stream of bunting shot up to the Connecticut’s signal 
yard and instantly the single column was changed into 
line of squadrons, with the Georgia, flagship of Rear 
Admiral Murdock, second in command, leading the sec- 
ond column, and both squadrons stood up to their 
appointed berth, with the two flagships nearest the hotel 
landing, and all ships let go their anchors. These 
maneuvers were carried out with all crews at quarters, 
in absolute silence and with but two signals, but they 
caused a thrill among-the hundreds of spectators who 
lined the beach, the walls of the fort and the piers. 

“The giant electric cranes swung a launch over either 
side of each ship and commanding officers hastened to 
pay their respects to the Commander-in-Chief. In a 
trice sturdy steam launches, swift motorboats and little 
dinghies were plying between the ships and shore, where 
wives, sweethearts and friends waited to welcome the 
sun-tanned officers. 

“The next few days will find in the waters of the Roads 
the most formidable naval force Uncle Sam has ever 
assembled. When all the battleshins of the Second 
Division have completed their docking at the Norfolk 
Navy Yard and dropped down to join their mates Rear 
Admiral Schroeder will have under his immediate com- 
mand fifteen battleships, each in prime condition; the 
entire- Atlantic Torpedo Flotilla of big, new destroyers, 
shimmering in sea green; the tenders Yankton, the re- 
pair ship Panther, the supply ships Celtic and Culgoa, 
the ammunition ship Lebanon, the ambulance ship 
Solace and many colliers and tugs—the backbone of the 
Navy—anchored in three columns, in sinuous curve, 
extending from the old Fort Rip-Raps almost to Newport 
News. 

“The fleet is equipped to carry out extensive strategic 
and tactical evolutions with every type of fighting ship. 
The officers express satisfaction with their European 
cruise—this being their first glimpse of home since last 
October—and with the subsequent stay in Cuban waters. 
The vessels are fit in every way and will go to their 
home yards after battle practice only to have the marine 
growth scraped from their bottoms, preparatory to the 
summer maneuvers.” 

All the cruisers, gunboats and submarines along the 
coast will be sent out next week to witness battle firing 
of the battleships, which begins April 1. The Battleship 
Fleet wil] return to Hampton Roads after the spotting 
practice to coal and provision, and will then go out to 
the Southern drill grounds to begin battle practice. 

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Solace on Wednesday, March 15, landed eighty- 
four patients at the New York Hospital which were 
gathered from the Atlantic Fleet. In the list of patients 
were Mdsn. H. G. Cooper and E. C. Lange, Chief Ma- 
chinist B. Gebhardt, Machinist H. Lobitz and the rest 
enlisted men, 

The U.S.S. Warrington was placed in commission at 
the navy yard, Philadelphia, Pa., March 20, 1911. 

The U.S.S. Trippe was placed in commission at the 
navy yard, Boston; Mass., March 23, 1911. 

A northwesterly gale early on March 23 drove the 
torpedoboat destroyer Burrows from her berth in the 
inner bay and landed her on the mud flats at the foot 
of Cherry street, Newport, R.I. She was pulled off 
the same afternoon. 

Capt. De Witt Coffman, of the U.S.S. New Jersey, 
assumed command of the Charlestown Navy Yard March 
18, succeeding Rear Admiral John C. Fremont, the com- 
mandant of the Charlestown Navy Yard, who died sud- 
denly some two weeks ago. 

The naval collier Saturn arrived at San Francisco on 
March 18, reporting a collision with a British schooner, 
the name of which was not given. Rear Admiral Hugo 
Osterhaus, commandant of the Mare Island Navy Yard, 
who reported the accident to the Navy Department, said 
that the Saturn brought the captain and crew of the 
schooner to San Francisco, where they were left in 
charge of the immigration authorities. 

A telegram of greeting from President Barros, of 
Chile, will await the arrival of the U.S. battleship Dela- 
ware at Punta Arenas. In his message the President 
says: “The commander and crew are most kindly re- 
membered in Chile. The festivities at Santiago and 
Valparaiso corresponded with the country’s sentiment. 
We congratulate the American Navy for the noble mis- 
sion of the Delaware, effected with ability. Greetings 
to the American nation.” 

The case of Capt. Austin M. Knight. U.S.N., on trial 
in connection with the sinking of the Puritan when used 
as a target, was concluded March 17 and the findings 
are now in the hands of the Secretary of the Navy for 
review. In closing his argument for Captain Knight his 
eounsel, Major Leonard, U.S.M.C., sought to show 
that it was not incumbent upon Captain Knight to see 
that the Puritan was prepared for the experiment which 
resulted in her sinking, but that it was the duty of the 
commandant of this station, Admiral Wm. A. Marshall, 
te make the preparations. Major Leonard held that all 








Captain Knight had to do was to fire the charge and 
note results. One claim of the defense was that no 
preparation had been made for docking the ship, and 
that in consequence of this failure she had not been 








brought to the navy yard after the tests, and had gone 
to the bottom. 
ant Conimander -McLean, the judge advocate, showed 
that a dock could have been provided at an hour’s notice, 
and that it would have taken at least three hours-to tow 
the damaged moniter to the yard from the Middle 
Ground Shoals, One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the case was the evidence of Captain Knight, 
to the effect that he had reported to Kear Admiral Mar- 
shall over the telephone, had talked with the Admiral 
himself and recognized his voice. This was in. contra- 
diction of Admiral Marshall’s statement to the court 
that none of the officers who came frum Washington to 
observe the test had reported to him by telephone or 
otherwise. 


The disappearance of $525 from the post-office of -the 
armored cruiser Colorado at the Puget Sound Navy 
Yard is reported in a press despatch from Seattle, 
Wash. A thorough search of the ship was made, 
but no trace of the missing money was found. Capt. 
W. A. Gill has appointed a board to investigate the loss. 

Capt J. G. Quinby, U.S.N., with his vessel, the U.S.S.

Germany’s first turbine battleship was launched March 
22 at Kiel, the birthday of Emperor William I., and 
was named by Empress Augusta Victoria, “Kaiser,” 
while Emperor William II. looked on. In a speech upon 
the occasion Chancellor yon Bethmann-Hollweg de- 
scribed the Kaiser as a ship of mystery, the Admiralty 
in accordance with its custom withholding all details 
of construction and equipment even to the matter of 
tonnage and the number of guns to be carried. It is 
thought that the vessel will have a displacement of be- 
tween 21,000 and 24,000 tons, and there is a possibility 
that she will be armed with new fourteen-inch guns. In 
the large assemblage that witnessed the launching were 
the foreign naval attachés. The Kaiser, known while 
she was building as Ersatz Hildebrand, because she re- 
9 the older Hildebrand, was laid down on July 1, 
1909. 
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“Time was when the announcement of a new and 
revolutionary theory of astronomy, or any other sci- 
ence, meant ridicule and incredulity at the least, and 
frequently persecution,” says Hampton’s Magazine. 
“Thomas Jefferson Jackson See, professor of mathe- 
matics in the U.S. Navy and head of the astronomical 
observatory at the Mare Island Navy Yard, is an ex- 
ample of the treatment accorded the modern discoverer. 
Ife has within four or five years dared to attack certain 
basic theories of the nebular hypothesis, and to set up 
and prove his cwn theory; he has promulgated a new 
theory of earthquakes; he has discovered 600 or more 
new constellations; he has reversed all previous theories 
as to the formation and condition of the sun; and in- 
stead of .being persecuted he has had a few dozen new 
letters attached to his name, and has seen most of his 
new theories willingly accepted by the astronomers. Yet 
it was not until recently, when he averred that Venus 
was inhabited, that the public generally began to talk 
about him. There is, ordinarily, nothing very spectacu- 
lar in astronomy. Professor See was born near Mont- 
gomery City, Mo., Feb. 19, 1866. He entered the Uni- 
versity of Missouri in 1882 and specialized in astronomy, 
with a good deal of geology on the side. Following his 
graduation from the university he was put in charge of 
its astronomical department, and held that position until 
1889; traveled in Europe and attended the University of 
Berlin from 1889 to 1892, and organized and was in 
charge of the Yerkes Observatory in Chicago until 1896, 
when he became astronomer of the Lowell Observatory 
for two years, with special work at the Flagstaff, Ariz., 
station, and in the city of Mexico. In 1899 he was ap- 
pointed by President McKinley to succeed Simon New- 
comb as professor of mathematics of the Navy. Pro- 
fessor See is a man who works eighteen hours a day 
and finds it easy. He is six feet three and built like 
an athlete. He is the author of several hundred cele- 
brated scientific articles and papers, he has written a 
book or two on astronomy, books used as texts in uni- 
versities, and in addition attends to the multifarious 
duties of his exacting position, writes vopular scientific 
articles for the magazines, and lectures before divers

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., March 23, 1911. 

With the colors of the United States and France flying from 
the mastheads, sterns and yardarms, the Admiral Aube and 
La Gloire, two cruisers of the Second Cruiser Division of the 
French Navy, dropped anchor at 9:45 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing in Annapolis Roads. Almost simultaneously the regula- 
tion admiral’s salute of thirteen guns was fired by the shore 
battery of the Naval Academy. Because of the distance from 
shore at which the vessels lay and the heavy weather which 
prevailed, the salute was construed as a national one and was 
responded to with twenty-one guns. In their paint of gray, 
the vessels were undiscernible, except within 100 yards of where 
they lay, because of the heavy fog. Captain Bowyer, Superin- 
tendent of the Academy, despatched his chief of staff, Comdr. 
D. W. Wurtzbaugh, aboard the superintendent’s yacht, to pay 
the boarding call and arrange with Admiral Lajarte for the 
official call of Captain Bowyer, which was made shortly be- 
fore noon. An informal reception on the La Glorie followed, 
during which all the officers of the French vessels were pre- 
sented to Captain Bowyer. At 3 o’clock Admiral Lajarte made 


the return call. At or near the Naval Academy wharf were 
the Olympic, the flagship of Admiral George Dewey during the 
battle of Manila Bay; the trainingships Castine and Santee, 
and nine submarine boats. Of the latter several were preparing 
to get under way, and steam and smoke poured from their 
exhaust valves and funnels. Admiral Lajarte was driven to 
the home of Captain Bowyer, where a reception was tendered 
him, many of the officers of the Academy attending. In the 
afternoon a number of the sailors and officers of the French 
vessels came ashore, and, in spite of the rain, inspected Annapo- 
lis from the Naval Academy to its utmost western limits. When 
five seamen were saluted by a citizen and addressed thus: “Bon 
jour, Messieurs. Viva la France,” the countenances of the 
quintette lit up in responsive smiles. : : : 
On Monday, after a morning spent in_coaling ship and 
a general washup on the French cruisers La Gloire and Ad- 
miral Aube, there were numerous shore parties of seamen and 
petty officers, while a number of the French officers visited the 
Naval Academy, a trip which afforded some of them their first 
opportunity to step upon American soil. . 
The French seamen proved popular visitors to Annapolis, and 
proved liberal patrons of the Annapolis stores. Their bearing 
and conduct were uniformly good. 7 
Admiral Lajarte, accompanied by Vicomte d’Azy, naval at- 
taché to the French Legation, paid a brief visit to Washington 
Monday afternoon, paying his respects to the President and 
calling at his country’s embassy, but returning to Annapolis in 
time for the reception and ball in the evening. 
The dance was by invitation from the members of the officers’ 
mess. Behind a bower of palms and other potted plants at 
one side of the building stood the receiving party, composed 
of Mrs. Coontz, wife of Comdr. Robert E. Coontz, Commander 
of Midshipmen; Mrs. Bullard, wife of Comdr. William_H.

Upon the recommendation of Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, 
commanding the division, New York National Guard, Adju- 
tant General Verbeck in G.O. 14, dated Albany, March 8, 
makes announcement regarding tours of duty for the com- 
ing summer, which changes somewhat the schedule officially 
given out recently.

9th Art. Dist., C.A.C., July 3 to 
July 16; 8th Art. Dist., C.A.C., July 24 to Aug. 6; 13th 
Art. Dist., C.A.C., Aug. 7 to Aug. 20. The commanding 
officers of the 1st and 2d Brigades, accompanied by their 
staff (except medical officers), and the officers of the 47th, 
69th, 71st and 12th Infantry (except medical), are te per- 
form a tour of field service from July 3 to 8, inclusive, at 
camp of instruction, Peekskill. The officers of the 23d In- 
fantry and such officers of the 7th and 14th Infantry as at- 
tend camp of instruction with their regiments are author- 
ized, upon application, to attend the camp. The attendance 
of brigade commanders and their staffs is made optional. 
The following organizations (including medical officers at- 
tached) are designated to perform a tour of duty at camp of 
instruction, Peekskill: 22d Engrs., June 10-17; 7th Inf., 
June 17-24; 14th Inf., June 24-July 1; 65th Inf., July 1-8;

C. R. L.—Service in the Revenue Cutter Service does not 
count for retirement in the Army and Navy. The service 
must have been in either the Army, Navy or Marine Corps. 
See Par. 842, Navy Regulations, or 133, Army Regulations. 

CIVIS.—Your fear that the officer commissioned from the 
ranks has an advantage over the officer entering the Army 
through the Military Academy is groundless. The enlisted 
man ‘who can pass the required examination for a commission 
after two years’ service in the Army must either have been 
pretty well mentally equipped on entering the Army or have 
been an indomitable worker while in the ranks to have at- 
tended to all his duties and mastered the necessary studies 
to pass for commission. Promotions are subject to examina- 
tion. See Army Regulations, Pars. 27 to 37, regarding ap- 
pointments. 

J. F. G—The Graded Retirement bill provides for retire- 
ment after honorable service of sixteen to twenty-five years, 
the retirement pay to be graded according to the years of 
service, two-fifths pay for sixteen years’ service, three-fifths 
for twenty years and three-fourths for twenty-five years. 
For disability after ten to sixteen years’ service the retired 
pay to be determined by multiplying three-one hundredths by 
the whole number of years of honorable service; thus for 
ten years’ service the proportion would be three-tenths of 
active pay. The bill does not provide for promotion on re- 
tirement. See answer to 

D. M.—Your question as to the Graded Retirement bill for 
the enlisted men of the Navy is answered in an article on 
page 850, our issue of March 18. The bill will have to be 
reintroduced to secure Congressional action. The bill will 
no doubt be introduced at the extra session, but no action 
will be taken before next winter.

It would be quite impossible for any man of average means to 
collect a library of books on any large subject--such as Religion, 
Science, Archaeology, Military and Naval Matters--which would be 
as complete and up-to-date and useful as any one of the many 
series of articles on large subjects in the new edition of the Encyclo- 


paedia Britannica. 


In the case of some subjects it would be impossible even for a Rockefeller or a 
Carnegie to collect such a library, for the reason that the new Britannica contains 
much information that has never been published in any other book. And evenif such 
a library could be collected, it would comprise such an enormous number of books in 
so many different languages, its information would be so diffuse and contradictory and 
inaccessible that it would be of little practical value for general use. , 

The new Britannica is a complete inventory of all that is known in every field 
of effort that can possibly interest or concern a civilized or intelligent people, and the 
new arrangement of the text institutes the greatest possible facility of reference. The 
manner in which Military and Naval questions are dealt with is a striking instance of 
the fullness and authority and utility of the work. 


History, Practice and Materiel of War 


The military section of the new Britannica, inasmuch as it deals with the history 
as well as the practice and the material means of war, may be considered as a new 
departure. At the outset, it was decided, not only that the large articles on such 
subjects as “Tactics,” “Ordnance,” “Fortification,” should be. systematised, developed, 
and thoroughly rewritten, but that in close connection with them there should be a 
series of military historical articlés, designed to cover all important wars and battles 
since 1600. This close connection is almost “dovetailing” as regards the relation 
between the military history articles and the general, more or less theoretical, articles, 
such as “Infantry,” “Cavalry,” “Army.” The importance of this connection resides 
in the well known fact that the want of any “comparative” spirit has hitherto 
erippled the teaching of military art and history. This new section goes a long way 
towards the creation of such a “comparativé” spirit. Many sections of the En- 
cyclopedia Britannica can be considered as the last word on their subjects; the claim 
of the military section is rather that it is the first. lr view of this end, the section 
has been constructed s as to attempt to explain the influence of army organization 
(see “Army Conscription”) on Napoleon (see French Revolutionary Corps, Na- 
poleonic Campaigns), and of infantry fire-power and cavalry drill (see “Infantry 
and Cavalry”) on Frederick (see “Seven Years’ War,” “Hohenfriedberg,” “Ross- 
bach,” etc.), and so forth, as also reciprocally the influence of Napoleon on army 
organizations, or of Frederick on cavalry. An article, therefore, on a particular war 
or battle in the Encyclopaedia Britannica, which is self-contained in a sense, is based 
upon the general military articles, which in turn deal with the subjects historically, 
as well as from the 1910 standpoint; and thus the student is enabled to read it with 
a good general idea of the conditions under which such war or battle was fought. 


WARS AND BATTLES.—The articles on wars and battles fall into three 
classes :—(a) General, critical accounts of wars, (e.g. “Thirty Years’ War,” “Great 
Rebellion,” “Spanish Succession,” “French Revolutionary Wars,” ‘Napoleonic Cam- 
paigns,” “Waterloo Campaigns,” “American Civil War,’ “Russo-Japanese War,”) ; 
(b) accounts of special campaigns, amplifying the narratives in class (a) (e.g. 
“Plevna,” “Shenandoah Valley Campaigns,” “Orleans,”); (c) articles on battles. 
As to these it must be observed that many great battles, (e.g. “Jena,” “Leipsig,” 
“K6niggriatz,” “Waterloo,”) are so inextricably interwoven with the general history 
of the campaign (a) or the special history ot a phase (b) that they must be treated 
under the general heading. Those which are dealt with separately are so dealt with 
either because they form distinct episodes of which the results alone, and not the 
methods of achieving the results, affect the main story, or because they possess 
special importance from the tactical point of view as well as the operative importance 
which forbids their complete severance. from the general strategical narrative. This 
last is particularly the case with the group of battles around Metz in 1870 (see 
“Franco-German War and Metz Battles”). There are further certain articles of a 
purely “reference” character (“Yorktown, Lorndorf, Herrings, Battle of the’) 

The above are histories of events or general histories of large subjects. There 
are further accounts of the historical development of modern matériel under in- 
dividual headings (e.g., “Gun,” Rifle Fortification,” Ordnance”) ; articles on weapons 
no longer used (“Halbert,” “Arms and Armour,” “Arquebus,”) ; accounts of various 
special institutions (“Guards,” “Medals,” “Uniforms,” “Lands Knecht,” “Militia,” 
“Volunteers,” “Quadrilateral,” “Chassepot”). 

The same principles are followed in the general military articles. These fall 
roughly into the two classes of (a) Theory and Practice, and (b) Matériel. 


THEORY AND PRACTICE. —The operations of armies, strategical and 
tactical, are dealt with historically and from the present-day standpoint in “Strategy,” 
“Tactics,” “Fortification,” “Coast Defence,” etc. Their organization equipment, and, 
in the case of the “three arms,” their special tactical methods, come under “Army,” 
(historical sketch of their development, present-day armies; short histories of in- 
dividual armies), “Artillery,” “Cavalry,” “Infantry,” “Engineers,” “Staff,” “Mounted 
Infantry,” “Supply and Transport,” “Officers,” “Ambulance,” etc. The numbers, (and 
in the case of larger armies, their organization and distribution) of present-day 
armies are given in the articles on the various states. In some cases the operation 
and the matériel sides of a subject are quite inseparable. The chief of these are 
“Fortification” (dealing with the history, principles and details of the subject) and 
“Machine Gun” (historical sketch, detailed description, organization of machine- 
gun units, special tactics). In general, however, the differentia between articles of 
this class and those on matériel is that the former deal with the use of the means, 
not with the means themselves. For example, “Coast Defence” deals with the 
employment of mines, as one of the factors in coast defence, but the mines them- 
selves are described in “Submarine Mines,” and there only. “Conscription” deals 
with the social and - political sides of the question, leaving the military side to be 
covered by “Army.” 


‘“‘MATERIEL’’—Here the names under which to set the information are obvious. 
“Ordnance” deals with the history, powers, manufacture, mountings, and theory 
of construction of guns; for convenience, the practical side of naval gunnery is 





mentioned under “Ordnance,” and is supplemented by the articles “Ballistics” for the 
science of projectiles, and “Sights” for the theory and design of gun sights; “Rifle” 
deals with modern rifles (except sights, ballistics, and ammunition) ; “Gun,” smooth- 
bore, military small arms and modern sporting guns; “Pistols,” all one-hand fire- 
arms; all these have historical introductions and illustrations (see also “Arms and 
Armour,” “Caliver,” “Musket,” etc.). “Ammunition” deals with shot and shell, 
cartridges and the organization of the ammunitiom supply service in field and fortress. 
Explosives and propellants are treated in detail in “Explosives,” “Guncotton,” 
“Cordite,” “Nitro-Glycerine,” “Gunpowder.” Airships and aeroplanes are treated 
under “Aeronautics,” “Flying,” “Kite.” “Fortification” deals with the details of 
permanent and field defences, except Coast Defences. Other articles on “Matériel” 
are “Armour-Plate,” “Torpedo,” “Submarine Mines,” “Pontoon,” “Range-finder,” 
“Tent,” “Barracks,” “Bayonet,” “Lance,” “Sword,” (this article is chiefly historical, 
and embodies special researches). 


_ BIOGRAPHIES AND OTHER SUBJECTS.—There are no fewer than 1,146 
biographies of military and naval men in the new edition. In the short dictionary 
articles the principles followed have been (a) to co-operate with the department 
concerned, by adding military information to words of more general application 
(e.g., “Park”); (b) to provide brief articles on purely military words when the 
meaning of the words themselves has changed with the changing conditions of war 
(“Cannon”), or when the origin of the term is of special interest (“Arquebus”) ; 
(c) to define common military terms for the purposes of the general reader (“Case- 
mate”). The dictionary department has further supplied the derivations, etc., for 
the main articles, with the result of eliminating some fabulous derivations such as 
“Infantry,” from “Infanta,” “Artillery” from “Arc Tirer.” 

The defences of certain important fortresses are described briefly and as ac- 
curately as the available information allows, such as “Antwerp,” “Verdun,” “Paris.” 
(“Metz” is described under “Fortification.”) 

There are a certain number of articles which cannot be grouped under the above 
heads, such as “Aldershot,” “Manceuvres,” “War Game,” “Rigeon Post,” “Signals,” 
“Army Signalling.” ‘
